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THE HAWAIIAN ROYAL FAMILY _ 

AND ITS ANGLO-AMERICAN CONNECTIONS

Note: The present article is condensed from an historical 
study of the former Royal House of Hawaii now being made by the 
Author. The American envoys' despatches cited below are from 
the Hawaiian Diplomatic Records preserved in The National Ar- 
chives, Washington, D.C. —M.R. 


The Hawaiian royal genealogy of the pre-Kamehameha 
era is a complex piece of business. The ruling chiefs 
married their half-sisters, aunts, and nieces, and the 
ladies in the family thought nothing of marrying eli- 
gible males, bearing their children, and separating 
from them to marry other eligible males whose children 
they also bore. For example, an early 18th century 
King of Hawaii, Keaweikekahialiiokamoku (known, for ob- 
vious reasons, simply as Keawe), was four times mar- 
ried. He had two sons by his first wife, Lonomaaikana- 
Ka; a son and a daughter by his second wife who was al- 
so his half-sister, Kalanikauleleiaiwi; a daughter by 
his wife Kauohiokaka, who was his first wife's daughter 
by another husband; and other children by a further as- 
sortment of wives. To make this family even more in- 
volved, his second wife and half-sister, Kalanikaule- 
leiaiwi, was also married four times and had issue by 
each of her spouses. And American genealogists think 
they have problems! 

For our purposes, we shall commence with Kamehameha 
I, surnamed The Great, whose year of birth has been 
suggested as occurring in 1736, 1753, or 1758. Offici- 
ally he is credited with being the son of Keoua Kalani- 
puapa, who was the son of Kalanikeeaumoku, son of King 
Keawe Of Hawaii by his half-sister-wife, Kalanikeule- 
leiaiwi, but modern historians are inclined to believe 
that his true father was Kahekili, King of Maui, whom 
his mother apparently was visiting at a time when Keoua 
found it difficult to become a father. However that 
may be, in time Kamehameha came to the Throne and in 
1795 began his great task of uniting the Hawaiian Is- 
lands under one rule. This was finally accomplished in 
1810, when King Kaumualii peaceably ceded to him his 
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kingdom of Kauai and Niihnau. King Kamehameha died on 
8 Way 1819. 

He had a quintet of wives, of whom the highest-rank- 
ing was Keopuolani, daughter of King Kiwalao and grand- 
daughter of Kins Kalaniopuu of Hawaii, the half-brother 
of Kamehameha's possible father, Keoua. She died 16 
Sept. 1823, having given to him four children, of whom 
Prince Liholiho ascended the throne as Kamehameha II, 
and Prince Kauikeaouli followed him in 1825 as Kame- 
hameha III. 

Kamehameha II's reign is memorable for the introduc- 
tion of Christianity into the Islands with the advent 
in 1820 of the first contingent of Congregational mis- 
sionaries from Boston, Rev. Hiram Bingham, Rev. Asa 
Thurston, Dr. Thomas Holman, Daniel Chamberlain, Sam- 
uel Whitney, Samuel Ruggles, Elisha Loomis, and their 
families. Some one has commented, "The missionaries 
went to Hawaii to do good and did well." Althourh some 
of them did prosper, the jest is of course unfair to 
the missionaries in general. Kamehameha [I ard his 
consort, Queen Kamamalu, both died of measles in July 
1824, while on a visit to England. They had no issue. 

King Kamehameha III succeeded his brother and wes 
formally proclaimed as the Sovereign 6 June 1825. He 
was a highly intelligent man who, so U. S. Commissioner 
David L. Gregg wrote in 1854, "would by no means dis- 
grace the society of his brother monarchs in Europe, 
and I am very much disposed to think that in point of 
natural capacity he is superior to them all except 
Nicholas and Louis Napoleon." During his reign diplo- 
matic relations with the United States, Great Britain, 
and France were opened, our first Commissioner to Ha- 
waii being George Brown, of Massachusetts (1343). The 
government was completely organized, the first Hawaiian 
Minister of Foreign Affairs being Dr. Gerrit P. Judd, a 
native of Paris, Oneida Co., N.Y., who was appointed 2 
Nov. 1843. The man who did most to establish the Su- 
perior (later the Supreme) Court on a firm basis was 
another New Yorker, Chief Justice William L. Lee, who 
was born at Sandy Hill. Kamehameha III died on 15 
Dec. 1854. On 14 Feb. 1837 he had married (Rev. Hiram 
Bingham officiating) Kalama, who survived him many 
years, dying 20 Sept. 1870. They had no surviving is- 
sue, and he was succeeded by his nephew, Kamehameha IV. 

Kamehameha III's half-sister, Kinau (daughter of 
Kamehameha I by one of his wives, Kaheiheimalie, alias 
Kalakua) married (1827) Chief Mataio Kekuanaoa, Gover- 
nor of Oahu (died 11 Nov. 1868), by whom she had four 
children, of whom Prince Lot Kamehameha became King 
Kamehameha V, Prince Alexander Liholiho was Kamehameha 
IV, and Princess Victoria Xamamalu (b. 1 Nov. 1838, d. 
29 May 1866) was Heir to the Throne but died before 
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she could enter upon her inheritance. 

The younger son, Prince Alexander Liholiho (b. 9 
Feb. 1834, d. 30 Nov. 1863), was the adopted son and 
heir of his half-uncle, Kamehameha III. Like most mem- 
bers of this remarkable family, he was highly intelli- 
gent, quick-witted, and temperamental. On 19 June 
1856, he married Emma Rooke, the adopted daughter of 
br. Thomas Charles Byde Rooke, an English physician. 

Queen Emma's real parents were High Chief Naea and 
Fanny Young Kekelaokalani, a daughter of John Young and 
his wife, Kaonaeha. There has been a great deal of 
controversy over the origin of John Young, the cele- 
brated sailor who landed in Hawaii in 1790, remained 
there for the rest of his life, became a Chief (his na- 
tive name being Olohana), and was one of the most pow- 
erful influences during Kamehameha I's reign. Two 
American families claim him. He is said by one to have 
been the son of Jonathan and Rebecca (Harding) Young of 
Wellfleet, Cape Cod, and by the other to have been son 
of John and Zerviah (Huntington) Young of Windham Co., 
Conn. The evidence seems to be incontrovertible, how- 
ever, that he was an Englishman, born at Crosby, near 
Liverpool, 17 March 1744, as a son of Robert and Grace 
Young. [See G. R. Carter, "A New Document of John 
Young," Annual Reports of the Hawaiian Historical Soci- 
str, 1923, pp. 51-53, quoting a letter, dated 30 Aug. 
1556, from U. S. Commissioner David L. Grezg to Col. 
William P. Young, Washington, D.C.] 

John Younz was twice married, both times to Hawaiian 
girls. The identity of his second wife, Kaonaeha (the 
grandmother of Queen Emma) is also in dispute. The 
claim has been made that she was a daughter of Kelii- 
maikai, youngest brother of King Kamehameha I [Alexan- 
der, Brief Hist. of Hawaiian People, 1899, p. 328; 
Kuykendall, Hawaii: A History, 1945, p. 1060}. But 
Queen Liliuokalani points out [Hawaii's Story, 1898, 
pe 4O4) that Keliimaikai died without issue. Moreover, 
in a circular letter to the foreign Missions in Hawaii 
dated 16 June 1856, announcing the King's forthcoming 
marriage, Minister of Foreign Affairs h. C. Wyllie men- 
tions Kaonaeha without specifying her parentage, which 
he would certainly have done had she been a niece of 
the great Kamehameha. And in his report of her death, 
U. S. Minister Rollin M. Dasgett commented in 1885 
that she was "without a distinguished chiefly strain." 

The writer has not yet been able to prove it, but 
there is reason to believe that Queen Emma was related 
to the wife of Evelyn Fitzroy (1860-1924), grandson of 

he 5th Duke of Grafton mentioned in The American Gen- 
ealogist, 31:59. On 23 March 1889, at Waikiki, Oahu, 
Fitzroy married Emma Kamanu (b. at Manukona, Hawaii, 11 
April 1869), daughter of Enoch Kamanu Naea, of Kawaihae, 
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Hawaii, and his wife, Betty Davidson. They are credit- 
ed with having had five children: Phoebe Likelike (b. 
Honolulu 20 Jan. 1890), twins Betty Naheinaheina and 
Emma Kalunaonalani (b. 29 Dec. 1890), Catherine Lydia 
Kinau (b. 1892), and Frederick Enoch Kauikeouli (b. 
1893) [Almanach de Gotha, 1891-1893, Part 3, sub Graf- 
ton; Starke Verlag, Genealogisches Handbuch des | Adels, 
Band 8, Furstlichen Hauser, Band Ill, p. 34%, which in- 
cludes only the first three of the above children]. 

Note that Queen Emma's father was Chief Naea, also that 
Mrs. Fitzroy's father was Enoch Naea; and the appearance 
of the names Emma and Kauikeouli among the Fitzroy 
children. All this suggests a very near connection 
with Queen Emma. 

Kamehameha IV and Emma had one child, Albert Edward 
Kauikeaouli, Prince of Hawaii (godson of H.R.H. the 
Prince of Wales), who was born 20 May 1358, was pro- 
— Heir Apparent 30 Oct. 1859, and died 27 Aug. 
1862. 

The King was succeeded in 1863 by his elder brother, 
General Prince Lot Kamehameha, Minister of the [Interior 
since 1857, under the name of Kamehameha V. He died 
unmarried in 1872, without having designated a succes- 
sor, although he had offered the throne to his cousin, 
Mrs. Bernice Pauahi Bishop, daughter of Judge Abner 
Paki (1808-1855) by his wife, Konia (d. 2 July 1857), 
daughter of Pauli Kaleioku, who was a son of Kamehameha 
the Great by one of his wives, Kanekapolei. Mrs. Bish- 
op declined the honor, however. The King did not offer 
the succession to his half-sister, Princess Ruth Keeli- 
kolani, who, it is true, carried much weight in Hawaii 
(4OO pounds), but who, in the words of U. S. Minister 
Henry A. Peirce, was "a woman of no intelligence or 
ability." The King and Princess Ruth had the same fa- 
ther, Mataio Kekuanaoa, but His Majesty's mother was 
Kinau, daughter cf Kamehameha I, as already set forth, 
while Ruth's mother was another wife of Kekuanaoa, Pau- 
ahi, daughter of Pauli Kaleioku and granddaughter of 
Kamehameha I. 

On 8 Jan. 1873, the Legislative Assembly of the 
Kingdom chose Prince William Charles Lunalilo as Sov- 
ereign. He was born 31 Jan. 1835, the son of Charles 
Kanaina, Associate Justice of the Supreme Court, by his 
wife, Kekauluohi, daughter of Kalaimamahu, elder broth- 
er of Kamehameha I. King Lunalilo died unmarried and 
without designating an heir, 3 Feb. 1874, when the 
question was again decided by the Legislature. 

One of the most interesting and important members of 
the Royal Family at this time was Mrs. Bishop, mention- 
ed above as having declined the throne when proffered 
to her by Kamehameha V. She was born 19 Dec. 1831 and 
died 16 Oct. 1884. With other members of her House, 
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she was educated at the Royal School, founded in 1839 
by American missionaries, Amos Starr Cooke and his 
wife, the former Juliette Montague. On 4 June 1850, 
she married Charles Reed Bishop (b. at Glenn's Falls, 
N.Y., 25 Jan. 1822, d. at Berkeley, Calif., 7 June 
1915). He was a prominent banker in the Islands and 
founded in 1858 (with W. A. Aldrich) the firm of Al- 
drich & Bishop, later known as the Bank of Bishop and 
now the Bank of Bishop & Co., Ltd. His responsibili- 
ties and honors were numerous; he was Collector-General 
of Customs, Member of the House of Nobles, Minister of 
Foreign Affairs under King Lunalilo, Privy Councillor 
of State, President of the Board of Education, the A- 
merican Relief Fund, the Sailors' Home Society, and the 
Library and Reading Room Association, and Knight Grand 
Cross of the Royal Order of Kamehameha [ (founded by 
Kamehameha V, 1365). Mrs. Bishop, by her will, founded 
the Kamehameha Schools for the education of boys and 
tirls of her race. She was described by Minister 
Peirce in 1872 as being "Finely educated and a perfect 
lady." Mr. Bishop founded (1888) the Bernice Pauahi 
Bishop Museum at Honolulu, recognized today as one of 
the great ethnological centers of the world. He is 
buried with his wife in the Royal Mausoleum in Nuuanu 
Valley. At his funeral ex-Queen Liliuokalani was the 
principal mourner, and the urn containing his ashes 

was borne by Prince Kalanianaole. His philanthropies 
were numerous; as the Queen commented, "his loss to 
Hawaii and the Hawaiians is irreparable." 

The Legislature in 1874 voted for Col. David Kala- 
Kaua as Kine of the Hawaiian Islands. He was described 
by Minister Peirce as being of polished manners and 
bearing, but "In character vacillating. Carrys more 
sail than ballast"—this last a most interesting obser- 
vationl 

King Kalakaua's father, Kapaakea, was the son of 
Chief Kamanawa, son of Kepookalani and his wife, Ala- 
paiwahine, daughter of Kalaninuiiamamao, the son of him 
who bore the mellifluous name of Keaweikekahialiiokamo- 
ku, King of Hawaii. By his wife, Keohokalole, Kapaakea 
had seven children, of whom David Kalakaua (b. Honolulu 
16 Nov. 1836, d. San Francisco 20 Jan. 1391) succeeded 
Lunalilo as sing in 1874; Lydia Kamakaeha (b. 2 sept. 
1838, d.- 11 Nov. 1917), was proclaimed Heir Apparent 
11 April 1877, and was Queen of the Hawaiian Islands 
as Liliuokalani from 20 Jan.1891 until her deposition 
17 Jan. 1893; Princess Miriam Likelike (b. 13 Jan. 1851, 
d. 2 Feb. 1887), married 22 Sept. 1870, Archibald Scott 
Cleghorn (of Scottish extraction), Knight Grand Cross 
of the Royal Orders of Kamehameha I and Kalakaua, Mem- 
ber of the House of Nobles, Privy Councillor of State, 
etc.; and Prince William Pitt Leleiohoku (b. in 1855), 
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proclaimed Heir Apparent, 14 Feb. 1474, died unmarried, 
10 April 1877. 

On 19 Dec. 18603, Kalakaua married Kapiolani, daugh- 
ter of Chief Kuhio and his wife, Kinoiki, daughter of 
Kaumualii, last Xing of Kauai, but they had no issue. 
His sister and successor, Queen Liliuokalani, married 
(16 Sept. 1862) John Owen Dominis, a native of Schenec- 
tady. His father, Capt. John Dominis, was of Italian 
extraction, and his mother a member of an old Boston 
family, which the writer thus far has been unable to 
identify. His marriage with Her Majesty was childless. 
He was Governor of Oahu and Maui, Knight Grand Cross of 
the Royal Orders of Kamehameha I, Kalaxaua, and Oceanic, 
Knight Commander of the Orders of Francis Joseph (Aus- 
tria), Isabella the Catholic (Spain), the Rising Sun 
(Japan), and the Chrysanthemum (Japan), Member of the 
House of Nobles, Privy Councillor of State, and, on his 
wife's accession, Prince Conscrt (with the style c 
Royal Highness). He died 27 Au: 1591. 

Queen Liliuokalani's designated successor was her 
niece, Princess Victoria Kaiulani, who had three other 
names, the recital of which woulc make this article 
overly long. Her Royal Highness was born 16 Oct. 1875, 
was procleimed Heir Apparent, 9 March 1391, and died 
unmarried, 6 March 1099. She was the only child of 
Hon. &. S. Clefhorn and Frincess Miriam Likelike. 

In 1883 King Kalakaua created as Princes his wife's 
nephews, David Kawananakoa (b. 19 Feb. 1868, d. 2 June 
1908), and Jonah Kuhio Kalanianaole (b. 26 March 1871, 
d. 7 Jan. 1922), with a view to placing them in the 
line of succession. They were sons of High Chief David 
Kahalepouli Piikci by his wife, Princess Kinoike Kekau- 
like (sister of Queen Kapiclani). Their father was son 
of High Chief Fiikoi by his wife, Kekahili, sister of 
Kapaakea, the father of King Kalakaua and Queen Liluo- 
kalani. Through their mother they were descended from 
King Kaumualii of Kauai, and through their father from 
King Keaweikekahialiiokamoku of Hawaii. 

Although implicated in the abortive royalist plot of 
1895, the brothers Davic and Jonah Kunio accepted the 
new order after Hawaii's annexation to the United 
States. FPrince f~alanianaole had a distinguished career 
as Hawaiian Lelecate in Congress from 1903 until his 
death in 1922. He was known there as Frince nxuhio. He 
head no issue by his wife, Hlizabeth Kaharu Kaauwai, 
whom he married 9 Oct. 1896. 

His elaer brother, rrince Davia Kawananakoa, was 
Knight Grand Cross of the Royal Order of Kalakaua and, 
unuer Queen Liliuokalani, Privy Councillor of State. 


In 1900 he was an unsuccessful candidate for the office 
of Democratic Delegate in Congress. On 0 Jan. 1902, he 


married (by Catholic rites) Abigail Wahiikaahuula Camp- 
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bell (d. 1945), daughter of James Campbell (1826-1900), 
a native of Londonderry, Ireland, who became a million- 
aire financier and industrialist in Hawaii, by his 
wife, Abigail Kuaihelani Maipinepine. Princess Kawana- 
nakoa took an active part in social and philanthropic 
affairs in Honolulu. They had three children (surname: 
Kawananakoa): Abivail Kapiolani, David Kalakaua, and 
lydia Liliuokalani.

Ihe early generations of the Yale family in Wales 
have provided for more than a century the subject for a 
number of articles and compilations published either in 
America or in the United Kingdom, and as the result of 
a recent study of certain of these printed sources in 
the latter category, the following probable Yale des- 

ent from William the Conqueror has been established.

~ His elder brother, David Yale, father of the noted 
hlihu Yale for whom the College was named, m. Ursula 
Knight, whose identity was shown in an article by Ralph 
M. Stoughton [The American Genealogist, XXIX (1953): 
200]. She was daughter of William and Elizabeth Knight 
of Lincoln. 


An additional and a more important authority for 
generations 11 to 18 above, is the pedigree in Lewis 
bwnn's Heraldic Visitations of Wales and Part of the 
Marches; Between the Years 1536 and 1613 (2 vols., 
Llandovery, 10460), ll:35e. Since this work assumes 
importance as a source in establishing the Yale des- 
cent, an evaluation of its reliability was sought ina 
more recent study of Welsh genealogy by a specialist 
in this field. 

It was learned that Major Francis Jones, 1T.D., in 
his interesting, valuable, but rarely encountered mono- 
graph, An Approach to Welsh Genealogy, published at 
London in 1949 by The Honourable Society of Cymmrodor- 
ion, had assessed the work and the pedigrees of Lewis 
Dwnn in the following terms [page 304]: 

"Lewis Dwnn's 'Heraldic Visitations of Wales' are 
the best known Welsh pedigrees owing to the fact that 
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they were made available to the public in book form in 
1340. The editor, Sir S. R. Meyrick, in a valuable 
preface, states that the pedigrees, taken on the whole, 
were extraordinarily accurate....'Forgery rarely, if 
ever, occurred...' Dwnn's work, in manuscript form, 
was well known to previous scholars, and Wood ('Athen. 
Oxon.', Vol. II, pe 798, Bliss ed.—calls it authori- 
tative." Major Jones adds [p. 375-7] that Dwnn, be- 
tween 1586 when he became deputy herald for the whole 
of Wales and 16014, accomplished an immense amount of 
work in preparing his pedigrees, which are regarded as 
"extremely accurate" by those who had studied and test- 
ed them. The "vile handwriting" of Dwnn had led to 
curious errors of transcription, but he was neverthe- 
less, in the view of Major Jones, a "fine genealogist." 

In his own preface to the Heraldic Visitations of 
Wales, Dwnn informs us that his contemporary sources 
were "old records and books from religious houses"; 
the private papers of "some twenty-nine important land- 
owners"; and ancient deeds and armorial seals. 

Before ceasing to quote and to summarize the views 
expressed by Major Jones in his monograph, it should 
not be overlooked, hecase of the numerous references 
in this paper to Powys Fadog, that its compiler, the 
Reverend J[acob] Y. W. Lloyd,-to whom the present 
writer is so greatly indebted,-is mentioned as having 
figured prominently in Welsh genealogical annals of 
the last century. 

Although the opinions of Major Francis Jones, as set 
forth in his monograph, on the soundness of the pedi- 
grees prepared by Lewis Dwnn were, with minor reserva- 
tions, favorable, it was decided to submit this Yale 
descent, for its English generations, to the examina- 
tion of Anthony Wagner, Esq., C.V.0.R., Richmond Her- 
ald, College of Arms, and to suggest that, should he so 
desire, Najor Francis Jones be consulted resarding the 
line in its Welsh bearings. 

in a letter of May 15, 1955, Mr. Wagner wrote that 
Major Jones and he had made separate studies of the 
descent, and their respective opinions rewarding it 
are, with the kind permission of each of them, given 
below: 

"In all probability the descent you have propounded 
is right. It is all in the traditional Welsh pedigrees 
here and the early part including the Strange marriage 
is confirmed by contemporary documents. It was John 
Lord Strange who died in 1309 whose daughter =lizabeth 
married on the 8th of July 1304, Cruffydd ap Madog of 
Rhuddallt, and the Strange ancestry is easy to trace in 
many directions. The grandsons of this marriage were 
Owen Glendower and his brother Tudur (who died in 1405) 
from whom the Yale descent is traced... 
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"Now the one point on which there may be insuffici- 
ency in the evidence is in the identification of Lowri 
daughter of Tudur, as the wife of Griffith Ap Einon, 
whence the Yale descent. You will see what Jones says 
about this in his letter from which I quote below, but 
upon the whole I have little doubt of this link in the 
descent and from the son Flisse downwards it seems 
clear enough. 

"Vany other descents can be traced of the wives on 
the line, especially of Ann, wife of Thomas Yale and 
daughter of George Lloyd, Bishop of Chester." 

The letter of Major Jones, quoted by Mr. Wagner, 
contains much of interest on the Welsh part of the 
line: 

"We know a great deal about Gruffydd of Rhuddallt. 
He was born in 1298, and the last reference to him in 
public records is in 1343 [Arch. Cam. IV, IV (1873), 
Appendix of Original Docs., p. clvijJ. On 8 July 1304, 
when he was © years of age, Gruffydd of hhuddallt was 
married, in the presence of the two fathers, to Eliza- 
beth dr. of John Lestrange of Knockin [Cal. Inq. P.M., 
Vi, 80; Arch. Cam. IIi, XIV (1868), 441]. The father, 
Madog, died shortly afterwards either in November 1304 
or 1305, and the boy Gruffydd of Rhuddallt became a 
ward of his father-in-law. John Lestrange died in 
1309, and the wardship passed first to Edmund Hakluyt, 
and then by purchase to Roger Mortimer of Chirk. But 
the Lestrange family contrived to retain their hold on 
the youth, and in 1315 Mortimer appealed to the King in 
parliament arainst their claim to have secured him by 
marriage [Rot. Parl., I, 306, Nos. 74 & 75: see Cal. 
Pat. Rolls, Edward II, I, 198]. In March 1321 the long 
nonage of Gruffydd of Rhuddallt ended, and Roger Morti- 
mer, Justice of Wales, was ordered to give to Gruffydd 
son of Madog ap Gruffydd, and tenant in chief, seisin 
of his father's lands since he had proved his age and 
done homage [Cal. Close Rolls, Edw. II, IlI, 29 (5 
March 1321))}. The inquisition describes among his pos- 
sessions, Glyn Dyfrdwy, held of the King in chief by 
‘Welsh barony' which in Welsh is called 'Fennaeth', and 
for the land of Glyn Dyfrdwy he must do suit in the 
county court of Werioneth [Cal. Inq. P.M., V1, 150, 
Writ 14 Jan. 1321, inquisition 10 Feb. 1321). I shall 
not worry you with details, but it is interesting to 
note from the inquisition that he was a marches lord 
and also held some of the attributes of a Welsh ruling 
prince—which is an intriguing point. 

As I have said, Gruffydd of Rhuddallt disappears 
from the stage after 1343. He was succeeded by his son 
and heir, Gruffydd Fychan II who made an extremely im- 
portant marriage. He married (H)elen, dr. and coh. of 
Thomas ap Llewelyn ap Owen, lord of Iseold and Gwymor- 
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iydd in Cardiganshire, representative in blood of the 
Princes of South Wales (see Bridgeman, Princes of South 
Wales, 233-48, etc.). This was an important matter for 
the famous son of the marriage, Owen Glendower; another 
son was Tudur. 

"I won't bother you with Owen Glendower's history as 
you doubtless know it well. A few words about Tudur, 
his brother, will perhaps be useful since he is the al- 
leged ancestor of the Yales. The following is all I 
know about Tudur, and I apologize for its inadequacy. 
He gave evidence in the Scrope-Crosvenor controversy, 
wherein he is described as 'Tudor de Glyndore', aged 2 
and more. He is said to have received Gwyddelweon as 
his portion of the family property [Powys Fadog, I, 
197]. On 16 September 1400, a group of Welsh noblemen, 
among them Tudur, proclaimed Owen Glyndyfdwy |Glendower } 
as Prince of Wales [Coram Rege Roll, 2 Hen. IV, Easter, 
rex, m. 18, Salop: Adam of Usk, Chron., 47]. However, 
some of the patriots (rebels, | suppose the Sassenach 
would call 'em) capitulated towards the end of the 
year, and among them I'm sorry to say was Owen's broth- 
er Tudur [Cal. Pat. Rolls, I, 396, November 28th, 1400}. 
Tudur, despite this, again supported his famous brother 
and served in his army. In May 1405 the Welsh army 
suffered a severe defeat by the English host under Grey 
of Codnor at the battle of the hill of Pwll Melyn, near 
the town of Usk, Monmouthshire. Owen's eldest son, 
Gruffydd, was taken prisoner, and Owen's brother, ‘tTudur, 
was killed in the battle. When Tudur's body was found, 
there was great joy among the English who took him to 
be Owen Glyndur himself, since there was a close physi- 
cal resemblance between the two brothers, and they were 
often mistaken one for the other. And so the gallant 
Tudur ended his life—killed in action—a fitting epi- 
taph for a Welsh medieval noble descended from the an- 
cient princes of our land. 

"IT suppose you know all about the beautiful medieval 
seal of Hawise (descended from Lestrange of Ness and 
Chewardine) [Eyton, Shropshire, XI, 176-7; Arch. Cam. 
N.S. 1853, vol. 4, pe 72; Archaeological Journal, Vol. 
Z, 16053, ff.j. 

"The foregoing will, I hope, tell you something 
about the devolution of the Glyndyfrdwy property, and 
the Lestrange marriage. I'm sorry I have no reference 
from public records to the marriage of Tudur or to his 
descendants, but this does not mean that such evidence 
is not in existence. In this pedigree, the daughter 
Lowri is the gate-keeper ancestor. Ii shoula perhaps 
tell you, that while I have found Welsh pedigrees to 
be, generally, accurate, where manipulation exists, it 
is usually found in the wives. It is clear that the 
slyndur ancestry was a desideratum and it may be that 
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the wife Lowri was deliberately given the Glyndur pa- 
ternity. 

"Perhaps I am over-suspicious, but I think it wise 
to bear it in mind. Personally, in this case, 1 would 
be prepared to accept Lowri as authentic—the dates fit 
in all right. Anyway I see no good reason for reject- 
ing her. One has, to some extent, [to] accept some 
things one cannot always prove. Dwnn's pedigree (II, 
352) seems safe enough—you know I suppose that | found 
the name of Llewelyn ap Kynrig ap Osburn in a document 
in P.R.O. dated 1292, and genealogical computation from 
him to Gruffydd husband of Lowri fits in quite well." 


While reflecting on the probable rightness of this 
Yale descent from William the Conqueror, and bearing in 
mind the counsels of prudence regarding the Glyndur 
descent of Lowri, as explained in the two opinions just 
quoted, it is recalled, for the satisfaction otherwise 
of Yale descendants, that Mr. Anthony Wagner has ex- 
pressed himself as having "little doubt of this link in 
the descent," and that Major Francis Jones has asserted 
his readiness "to accept Lowri as authentic," adding 
that he sees "no good reason for rejecting her." 

In his compilation, Yale Genealogy and History of 
Wales...(Beatrice, Neb., 1905), Rodney Horace Yale de- 
voted a portion of his study to the early generations 
of the family, and in his "Preface," p. 3, he cited as 
his principal authorities several well-known works pub- 
lished in England and Wales. As, however, these sources 
were only mentioned generally, it may be desirable to 
give here the male descent of the earlier generations 
of the Yale ancestry, with specific references for each 
generation and with notations on two points of differ- 
ence based on works published since 19038. 

Since the two proposed modifications to the Yale 
descent as set forth by Mr. Rodney Horace Yale concern 
Generations 1 and 3, they will be introduced at this 
preliminary stage. 

Generation 1. The descent to follow will begin with 
Walther [FitzOther, as his origin is considered to be 
unknown. Mr. kh. H. Yale's pedigree gives, p. 72, Dom- 
inus Otho as the founder of the family, and states that 
he was an offspring of the Gherardini family of Flor- 
ence. This Florentine origin of the Yales is discard- 
ed by Lr. J. Horace Round in his study of "The Origin 
of The FitzGeralds" published in The Ancestor, Vols. I 
and II, and quoted in turn by Dr. Goddard HK. Orpen in 
the first of his series of articles on "The Origin of 
The FitzMaurices, Barons of Kerry and Lixnow," con- 
tributed to The Genealogists' Magazine; see Vol. I, pp. 
9, 14, and facing 69: "Tabular Pedigree of the Earl: 
FitzMaurices of Kerry." 
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yeneration 3. In the R. H. Yale pedigree, Maurice 
FitzGerald is stated to have married Alice, daughter of 
Arnulf de Montgomery. ‘The chart, The Geraldines, C.P., 
Vil, 200, likewise gives this marriage, but the earlier 
statement is rejected in C.P., X, 10, in the notation: 
"There is no record (€) of his marriage," and footnote 
(e) reads, "In the lst edition of this work he is said 
to have m. a da. of Arnulf de Montgomery abovenamed; 
but he can only have been a baby (if born) when Arnulf 
was exiled in 1102." Because of the doubt inspired by 
this information, it is preferred not to maintain men- 
tion of the marriage of Maurice FitzGeraldto Alice de 
Montgomery.

In preferring to accept, as explained above (comment 
on generation 3), the reasoning which leads to rejec- 
tion of the alleged marriage of Maurice FitzGerald and 
Alice de Montgomery, it becomes necessary to note the 
disappearance of this Yale descent from Roger de Mont- 
gomery. But, to offset this loss, another line from 
Roger de Montgomery becomes available through the prob- 
able Yale descent from William the Conqueror. By re- 
ferring to this descent as set forth earlier in this 
study, it will be observed that in Generation 3 Robert 
of Caen married Maud, the daughter of Robert FitzHamon, 
Lord of Glamorgan, by Sibyl, the daughter of Roger de 
Montgomery, first Earl of Shrewsbury. [C.P., IV:670, 
Chart III; V:736; VI1:677; X1:683-7; App. D:106; Tur- 
ton, Plantagenet Ancestry, p. 94; D.N.B., VI1:159-62. ] 

There is a Yale descent from Charlemagne through 
William the Conqueror. This is now quite widely known, 
as it appeared in Dr. Erich Brandenburg, Die Nachkommen 
Karls des Grossen (Leipzig, 1935), Tables 1, 2 and 5; 
and more recently in Frederick Lewis Weis, Th.D., An- 
cestral Roots of Sixty Colonists (Second Edition, Lan- 
caster, MasS., 1951), pages 04 (Line 50), 105 (Line 
118), and 107 (Line 121). 

A Yale descent from Charlemagne may also be traced 
through somewhat less well known channels. A great- 
granddaughter of Charlemagne married Giselbert I, and 
from them descends the House of Brabant. ‘The line runs 
through several Counts of Hainault and of Louvain to 
Adelheid, wife first of King Henry I of England, and 
second of William d'Aubigny, Earl of Arundel. All of 
these generations are set out in detail in Milton Ru- 
bincam, "The House of Brabant," in The American Gene- 
alogist, 25:224-8. The line then runs from Adelheid 
through her son and grandson, William II and William 
III respectively, both Earls of Arundel, and thus to 
the daughter of the last-named, Nicole d'Aubigny, wife 
of Roger de Somery (supra, page 72, number 7 in the 
pedigree there given). [For the last three generations 
see C.P., X:2373; also, II:l-2e; IvV:670, Chart 
iV; VI:174; and D.N.B., 111:285.] 

It is hoped that the present study, constituting as 
it does a review of the long-accepted Yale pedigree, 
with references to authorities, a few corrections, and 
some new and interesting details, will be welcomed by 
the descendants of the Yale family.

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MALE LONGEVITY AND MALE OFFSPRING 
IN THE LINCOLN FAMILY OF WINDHAM, CONN.

Samuel! Lincoln, of Windham, Conn., by his wife, 
Elizabeth Jacobs, had six sons, of whom two died in in- 
fancy, and two daughters. Of the four surviving sons, 
Samuel@, born 29 Nov. 1693, died 27 Nov. 1794 at the 
age of 101. The second, Jacob“, born 10 May 1696, died 
May 1765 at the aze of b9, and his family was not re- 
markable for longevity; but he had nine children, of 
whom six were boys. The third son, Thomas“*, born 24 
Oct. 1701, died 18 Dec. 1795, well over 94 years old, 
as was also the fourth son, Jonah@, born 23 July 1704, 
died 21 Oct. 1798. Jonah married but had no children 
recorded, and there is no probate, so it is not known 
that he igtt children. 

Samuel* had seven sons and no daughters. The four 
younger sons died early, two at birth and two at a lit- 
tle over 20. Of the other three, Samuel3, born 27 Dec. 
1724, had seven sons and four daughters and lived to a 
good age, but apparently this branch of the family re- 
moved from Windham and we lack his death date. The 
second, John3, born 28 July 1726, died 7 June 1810 aged 
nearly 84, and had four sons and three daughters; of 
whom Ensign Jonah4, born 15 Nov. 1760, died ly May 1845 
aged 84 1/2, had eight sons and two daughters. The 
third son, Captain Nathaniel3, born 18 Nov. 1728, died 
16 Mar. 1834 aged over 105 years and 4 months; and he 
in turn had a son, Nathaniel+, born 4 Feb. 1771, died 
27 Dec. 1864, aged a little over a month under 94. The 
latter appears to have been the father of Samuel Aus- 
tin5, borg about 1801, died 16 May 1885 aged 84. 

Thomas© Lincoin, who lived to be over 94, had five 
sons and two daughters, of whom the eldest, Thomas-, 
Jr., born 27 July 1739, died 23 Sept. 1833 aged two 
months over 94. His children are incompletely recorded 
but he had at least five sons and one or more daughters. 
The son who succeeded to his farm was David4, born a- 
bout Feb. 1774, died 12 May 1860 aged 86 years 3 months. 

The Windham vital records are incomplete, and there 
are serious gaps and defects in the church records. 
Many males in the early generations died so old that 
they either left nothing at death or had conveyed their 
farms to one of their sons, hence little is found in 
the probate records. For these reasons, some branches 
are not thoroughly traced, and quite a number of the 
male Lincolns moved away before 1800 and have not been 
followed. 

Even with these limitations, in the second to fourth 
generations of descent in the male line from Samuel 
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Lincoln (who is so numbered for convenience of refer- 
ence and not because he was an immigrant) we have lo- 
cated six men who lived to be over 90, of whom two were 
well over 100, and quite a number between 80 and 90. 

The following figures are based on five generations 
of the Lincoln name, descendants of Samuell who remain- 
ed in or about Windham, so far as we have traced them; 
that is to say, through the births of great-great-grand- 
children of Samuell. The study is very incomplete be- 
cause of the undoubted removal of some of the male Lin- 
colns before all their children were born and our fail- 
ure to obtain complete lists of children even of all 
who remained and died in Windham. However, children 
omitted for these reasons are as likely to have been 
boys as girls, and the statistics of the known children 
are remarkable in themselves. 

We have found 90 children born, of whom 62 were boys 
and 28 girls. There seems to have been a strong ten- 
dency in this family for the first child to be a boy, 
in fact a large number of the fathers had mostly males 
for their first three children. Of 13 first-born chil- 
dren of parents, 10 were male. Of these 13 fathers we 
now drop two, one of whom died young leaving only one 
son, while the other had a girl and boy born before re- 
moving. The 11 who are known to have produced three 
children or more, begat for their first three children 
25 boys and 8 girls. 

Probably families can be found which ran as heavily 
to females as the Lincoln group ran to males. However, 
students of genetics may find interesting and sugges- 
tive the above statistics which link paternal longevity 
with the production of predominantly male offspring. 


WILLIAM LORD'S WIFE AND THE FAMILY OF THOMAS LEE

Who was the first wife of William Lord of Saybrook, 
Conn.? She certainly was not "Mary Lee, b. 1671," 
daughter of Thomas Lee of Lyme. Whoever surmised that 
a man baptized in 1618 married a woman born in 1671 and 
so 28 years younger than his oldest child of whom she 
was supposed to be the mother had forgotten all about 
dates. Furthermore, Thomas Lee had no such daughter. 
Thomas Lee's children are all recorded on the Lyme Rec- 
ords as follows [Book I, p. 10]:

The will of Thomas Lee, Sr., of Lyme, made 9 June

vided for by her Uncle West [John Westall m. Susanna 
Kirtland), and daughters Phebe, Mary, Elizabeth, Hannah 
and Lydia. [New London Probate, Bock A, p. 281; see 
also abstract of the original will in the Files, The 
American Genealogist, 13:106.] 

Further proof is given by Joshua Hempstead of New 
London, whose mother, Elizabeth Larrabee, was half-sis- 
ter of Thomas Lee, Sr., of Lyme, making Joshua own 
cousin to all these Lee children. He writes in his 
Diary [p. 684], "18 Apr. 1757, I was out all day & in 
the Eve att Colln Stephen Lees to visit Ms Riggs widow 
of Capt. Riggs late of Derby. She is my Kinswoman « 
own sister to Colln Lee, her first Husband was Capt. 
Joseph Beckwith & her end Deacon Sterlin of Lyme. She 
was the 3d Daughter of my uncle Lee who Lived & died in 
Lyme & was first of ys name there &« came over with my 
jrandmother in the first Settlement of this Country." 

These records definitely dispose of that mythical 
Mary daughter of Thomas Lee, "b. 1671." As for William 
Lord's wife being "Hattie Nickerson" (see Kenneth Lord, 
Lord Genealogy, 1946, p. 71), "Hattie" was not in gen- 
eral use as a& name in England or America at that period. 
It is a nickname for Harriet, the French form of Henri- 
etta, or rather the approximation in English spelling 
of the pronunciation of the French form, Henriette. The 
nickname Hattie is relatively modern, though at that 
period Hetty is found as a nickname for Mehetable.

Antiquarians interested in members of royal and no- 
ble European families who settled in the United States 
may not be aware of the three following inscriptions on 
gravestones in Christ Church (Episcopal) Cemetery, Bor- 
dentown, N.J.3:

1. According to G.E.C., Complete Peerage, new ed., 3:2, Henry 
Lawes Luttrell (with two final I's), 2nd Earl of Carhampton, was 
b. 7 Aug. 1743, succeeded his father 1) Jan. 1787, and i. s.p. in 
London 25 Apr. 1521. He was a military man, and was vromoted 
through grades to the rank of full General in 179%. He married, 
25 June 1776, Jane Boyd, daughter of George Boyd, of Dublin, Ire- 
land, and she d. in London 7 Apr. 1031. None of the peerages men- 
tions a daughter Harriett or, indeed, any children whatever of 
this couple. The 2nd Earl of Carhampton's sister, Lady Anne Lut- 
trell, married as her second husband, in London, 2 Oct. 1771, 
H.R.H. Prince Henry Frederick of Great Britain, Duke of Cumber- 
land and Strathearn, K.G., brother of King George III (Complete 
Peerage, new ed., 3:573-l).

When the Kevolution of 18):8 occurred, however, the Murat family 
immediately returned to France, and Prince Lucien was elected a 
deouty to the Constituent Assembly from the Département du Lot, 
the original home of the Murats. He was elected a member of the 
French Senate in 1852, and in 1853 his first cousin, Emperor Napo- 
leon III, created him "prince frangais." 

The baby that died at Bordentown on 20 Dec. 18h does not ap- 
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pear in the Murat pedigree in H. 8, Hiort-Lorenzen, Livre d'or 
des souverains, Paris, 1908, p. 601, or in any other Murat pedi- 


gree that I have seen.

Both were daughters of Major 
Thomas Fraser, said to have been born in Scotland, and at various 
times a resident of Charleston, S.C., Bordentown, N.J., and Phila- 
delphia, Pa., by Anne » his wife. 


AN UNCONNECTED CODDINGTON FAMILY

In the article by James William Hook, "The Owen Fam- 
ily of Suffolk, Orange, and Westchester Counties, New 
York," supra, vol. 31, p. 42, mention is made of Sarah 
Owen, born 17 Apr. 1789 according to family record 
which is probably right, 17 July 1788 according to her 
gravestone which is probably wrong, died at Hector (now 
in Schuyler County), N.Y., 20 May 1864, daughter of 
Jonathan+ and Catherine Eleanor (Kortright) Owen, and 
descended through Ebenezer3 and Jonathan® from George 
Owen. Sarah> Owen married in Seneca County, N.Y. (prob- 
ably at Hector, which was then in that county), 22 Feb. 
1810, John Merlin Coddington, farmer, who was born in 
Northumberland Co., Pa., 26 Mar. 1786, and died at Hec- 
tor, N.Y., 2 Dec. 1880, aged 96 years 8 months. [Histo- 
ry of Tioga, Chemung, Tompkins and Schuyler Counties, 
N.Y.; ine pp. -2; gravestones in Mecklenburg Ceme-

The problem of the ancestry of John Merlin Codding- 
ton (1786-1880) is difficult. Family traditions, col- 
lected for the contributor by the late W. Herbert Wood, 
and the above cited county history, which was written 
in his own lifetime and printed in 1879, state that 
John Merlin Coddington was born on Fishing Creek, North- 
umberland Co., Pa., the son of Benjamin Coddington. 

J. M. Coddington himself stated in the Censuses of 1850, 
1860, 1870 and 1880 that he was born in Pennsylvania, 
and in the last of these that his father was born in 
New Jersey and his mother in Pennsylvania. Since New 
Jersey was where the majority of the Coddingtons lived 
in the eighteenth century, this is a reasonable state- 
ment. 

Descendants of John Merlin Coddington living near 
Hector have a biographic sketch of him, apparently 
written in his lifetime, in which we read that he was 
born near the Susquehanna River in Pennsylvania and 
"when a small boy he often heard his father and Moses 
Van Campen relate their exploits and personal experi- 
ences with and among the Indians in the stirring times 
of the Revolution, as they both belongea to a company 
of scouts or rangers for the protection of the frontier 
settlements of Pennsylvania, along the valley of the 
Susquehanna." The sketch also states that John Merlin 
Coddington removed with his father from Pennsylvania to 
Hector, N.Y., in 1803; that he remained at Hector until 
the summer of 1806, then went to West Bloomfield, On- 
tario Co., N.Y., but returned to Hector in the fall of 
1806, and that at the time of his marriage to Sarah 
Owen in Feb. 1810 he settled on a farm on the road 
leading due east from Reynoldsville, in the Town of 
Hector, the resiaence being situated on the north side 
of the road, in Lot 47, Town of Hector, while the bulk 
of the fields were south of the road. On this farm he 
lived for 70 years, and there he died. During this 
time, the farm was successively in the counties of Sen- 
eca, Tompkins and -Schuyler. 

John Merlin Coddington's father, Benjamin Codding- 
ton, is a shadowy creature, whom I have been unable to 
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place in the pedigree of the New Jersey Coddingtons. I 
suppose he was born ca. 1760, for John Merlin seems to 
have been his oldest child. Benjamin moved from Penn- 
sylvania to Hector, then in Seneca Co., N.Y., in 1803, 
and then (before 1810) to Waterford Township, Washing- 
ton Co., Ohio, leaving John Merlin in New York State 
but taking his younger children with him. He appears 
in the 1810 Census of Waterford Township as "Benjamin 
Cudinton," with 2 males aged 10-16, 1 male over 45, 2 
females under 10, 1 female 10-16, and 1 over 45. I 
have not found him in the Census of 1820, and he may 
have died before that year. Benjamin Coddington and an 
unknown wife or wives had at least the following chil- 
dren:

THE REV. DANIEL ELMER OF NEW ENGLAND AND NEW JERSEY

The abstracts of wills printed in the New Jersey 
Archives were usually made by competent persons, but it 
is never safe to assume even that all the genealogical 
data in a will has been copied or copied accurately. 
The present article is the result of discovering an ab- 
stract which seemed to go counter to other evidence, 
with the result that during a visit to Trenton the 
original will was examined with considerable profit. 

Brief accounts of the Rev. Daniel Elmer (1690-1755) 
appear in Stiles' Ancient Windsor, 2:234, 837; Burt's 
First Century of the History of Springfield, 1:563; the 
New England Historical and Genealogical Register, 35: 
340 f.; Richard Webster's History of the Presbyterian 
Church in America (Philadelphia, 1554), 403 f.; Frank- 
lin B. Dexter's Yale Biographies, 1:110-111; and in 
Brookes More's Genealogy of the Elmer and More Families 
(1930). The last reference I have not seen: the book 
has been criticized to me but, so far as i can tell 
from the description, the Daniel Elmer sketch is sub- 
stantially sound though not without error. 

Webster places Daniel Elmer's birth in Fairfield, 
Conn., but no confirmation is to be founda in Mr. Jaco- 
bus! Families of Old Fairfield, and Stiles identifies 
our man Daniel Elmer (Samuel, Edwardl), an identi- 
fication we have no reason to doubt though no attempt 
has been made to verify it. Daniel Elmer was, however, 
one of three graduates of Yale, then at Saybrook, in 
the class of 1/713, and immediately moved to Springfield, 
Mass., where he taught a grammar school and studied 
theology under the pastor, John Woodbridge. On 13 Dec. 
1713 he married there Margaret Parsons, born at Spring- 
field, 19 Sept. 1693, daughter of Ebenezer Parsons and 
Yargaret Marshfield [NEHGR 1:271]. For a brief period 
in 1714 and 1715 Mr. Elmer preached at Brookfield, and 
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Stiles claims that in 1/160 and 1717 he was at New Ha- 
ven, but he left no trace in the vital records of eith 
town. Where Daniel was living from 1715 to 1727 was 
never discovered by Mr. Webster, whose work was thor- 
ough,-his book contains a great deal of very valuable 
information, far more on genealogy than a modern coun- 
terpart would include. Dexter states that Daniel lived 
until 1724 in Westborough, Worcester Co., Mass., and 
that he preached there, though not as the ordained min- 
ister, for some years; daughters were born there in 
1718 and 1722. Burt claims that in 1724 the family re- 
turned to Springfield, and thence removed to Newark, N. 
J. They visited the old home in Windsor sufficiently 
to have another daughter baptized there in 1725. Nei- 
ther Mr. Webster nor I have found evidence of the New- 
ark stay, which is the more surprising in his case as 
he covers all Presbyterian churches quite thoroughly. 

By 1728 Daniel Elmer was pastor of the Presbyterian 
Church at Fairfield, Cumberland Co., N.J., where he 
henceforth lived. At the declaration of the Confession 
in 1729 he was the only minister not ready to act but, 
given time for reflection, he accepted the Confession 
for himself in the next year. At the separation in 
1741 into the Old Light and New Light factions, a schism 
which was to endure until 1869, he and his elder Jona- 
than Fithian had left the meeting before the protest 
was introduced, but later adhered to the Old Light side. 
In September 1754 there was a factional dispute in the 
Fairfield congregation which was about to be investi- 
gated by visit of ecclesiastical authority when the 
controversy was settled by the pastor's death on 14 Jan. 
1/55, aged 65. He was buried, together with his second 
wife, at the Ola New England Town cemetery at Fairton, 
Cumberland County. Her gravestone gives her first name 
as Susanna, died 14 Nov. 1784, aged 64 years 8 months, 
but, as we shall see, she had subsequently had two 
other husbands. 

The will, which is in Cumberland Wills, Book 8, p. 
95, shows ownership of much land, and mentions the fol- 
lowing persons in this order: sons Daniel Elmer, The- 
ophilus Elmer, Theodorus Elmer, Silvanus Elmer, Samuel 
Elmer, the last two minors; wife Susanna Elmer; daugh- 
ter Elizabeth, surname not stated; "the rest of my 
children unmarried, viz: Theodorus, Theodosia, Silvanus, 
Rumolla, and Samuel Elmer"; daughter Mary's children to 
Jason and Elmer Ogden [sic]; daughter Ruhama's child by 
Ephraim Dayton; daughter Margaret Loomis; another list 
of the children: Theophilus, Theodorus, Theodosia, Sil- 
vanus, Rumolla, and Samuel, and in this bequest daugh- 
ter Elizabeth is to have a double portion. Witnesses: 
Thomas Harris, Ephraim Harris, Ruth Harris. 

In the printed abstract in N.J. Archives (Wills, 3: 
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105), son Daniel and daughter Theodosia are completely 
overlooked. The actual will is not the document signed 
by Daniel Elmer but an official contemporary copy there- 
of, and it is clear that in the bequest to Mary's chil- 
dren something has been omitted. The bequest may have 
been as follows: "daughter Mary's children to David Og- 
den, Jason and Elmer Ogden," but I am not sure of her 
husband's first name: David is the name given to this 
man by Stiles. 

The first wife, Margaret Parsons, died in Fairfield, 
probably as said about 1/30, after which Daniel Elmer 
is regularly credited with having married Susanna Web- 
ster, sometimes called a widow. The source for the 
surname is unknown to me, but it is an error. Daniel 
Elmer married Susanna Fox at the First Fresbyterian 
Church, Fhiladelphia, on 8 Feb. 1738/9. She was prob- 
ably that Susanna Fox who was baptized at the same 
church on l2 May 1712, daughter of the Philadelphia 
baker Justinian Fox by his wife Elizabeth Yard, daugh- 
ter of the bricklayer Joseph Yard and wife Mary 
The chief doubt about the identification of Justinian's 
daughter with Daniel's wife is the discrepancy of some 
eight years between the baptismal date and the age at 
death. Daniel Elmer cannot have married a hypothetical 
younger Susanna, also daughter of Justinian but born 
about 1720, for Justinian Fox himself was dead by 16 
Jan. 1718/19. Justinian Fox was born at Plymouth, Eng- 
land, baptized there at Charles Church, 19 Dec. 1673, 
son of Edward Fox by his second wife Mary Ball who had 
been married at St. Andrew's, Plymouth, on 25 May 1667. 
Justinian Fox arrived at Philadelphia on the ship De- 
sire, 23 June 1686, from Plymouth, England, listed a- 
mong the servants of John Shellson and Naomie, his wife, 
not as a servant of another family also on the same 
ship, James Fox and Elizabeth his wife [Pa. Mag. of 
Hist. & Biogr., 8:338 f.]. The latter Foxes were 
Friends but there is no evidence that Justinian was one, 
though his son Joseph Fox did become a Friend. The 
Yard family into which Justinian Fox married and his 
own children, except for son Joseph, show very close 
connections with the Presbyterian church, which is one 
of the reasons for accepting the identification of the 
baptismal record with the marriage, despite the dis- 
crepancy in age. 

In any case, the widow of Daniel Elmer married, as 
Susanna Elmer, by New Jersey license dated 6 Jan. 1758, 
David Westcott or Wescote, of the township of Fairfield, 
Cumberland Co., N.J. He died 16 July 1772 in his 57th 
year, leaving a will dated 29 May 1772, probated 12 
Aug. 1773 [Wills, 5:572), in which, besides his wife 
Susanna, he names his children David, Abinadab, John, 
Rhoda, and Rachel, the last one being unaer fourteen. 
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As Rhoda is not said to be under fourteen, we conclude 
that she had been the child of an earlier wife; since 
Rachel, even if almost fourteen, could hardly have been 
born before the marriage in 1758, we conclude that she 
was the sole child of David and Susanna. Stiles had 
somewhere learned of this second marriage but got the 
surname as Wolcott. Then, after his book was in type, 
he became suspicious of this and decided to delete the 
marriage, which he did in the corrigenda on page 837: 
delete "who subsequently married a Wolcott," but before 
going to press, he had better information and actually 
printed on page 236 the correct name. 

Susanna married third, but as his second wife, in or 
after 1774, Captain Thomas Harris of the same place, 
who died 27 Apr. 1783, leaving a will dated 6 Feb. 1781, 
probated 17 Mar. 1784 [Wills, 6:179 f.]. In this he 
names, besides his wife Susanna, his children as fol- 
lows: eldest son Ephraim; [a second son d. v. p., hav- 
ing had by his wife who was Ruth Lawrence the following 
children, all named in the will], Isaac, a minor under 
19, Ruth, Sarah, Abigail, and Barshaba; sons James and 
Amariah; and five living daughters,-Ruth Bower, Sarah 
Clark, Abigail Stratton, Barshaba Brooks, and Judeth 
Harris; witnesses: Ruth Elmer, Theophilus Elmer, and 
others. As Susanna could not have been less than 54 
when she married, if the gravestone is correct, ana may 
have been as old as 62, if the baptismal record be ac- 
cepted, we think it improbable that any of Thomas Har- 
ris's children were also hers. 

Susanna Harris, late of Fairfield Township, Cumber- 
land County, died intestate; administration bond of 
Theodosia Anderson dated 23 Nov. 1784, with Ephraim 
Harris as fellow-bondsman (Wills, 6:179; Pa. Genealogi- 
cal Mag., 17:82]. An inventory dated 20 Nov. 1784 men- 
tions receipts from Abigail Thompson (see below), Jere- 
miah Harris (stepson), Victorina Bateman (daughter), 
William Bateman and Richard Parker (sons-in-law), and 
Rachel Parker (daughter). it is possible that Abigail 
Thompson was the widow of Daniel Elmer the younger, who 
could have remarried. On the Harris family see the 
article bearing the names of Walter Lee Sheppard, Jr., 
and Lewis Db. Cook, The Pennsylvania Genealogical os - 
zine, 17:81 f., 104. Corresponcence with both of these 
writers has been profitable.

THE WILL OF RICHARD COLLACOTT OF BOSTON, MASS.

In an article entitled "Francis Dowse of Boston and 
his Ten Daughters," in The American Genealogist, supra, 
vol. 29, mention was made on p. 165 of Richard Miles 
and his second wife, Experience Collacott, daughter of 
Richard. Collacott (Callicott, Collicott, Collecot, 
Collicutt) of Boston, and on p. 168 of Preserved Colla- 
cott, son of Richardi, and his wife Deborahe Dowse, 
daughter of Francis! Dowse of Boston. In order to am- 
plify our knowledge of the Collacott family, the will 
is here presented of Richard! Collacott from Suffolk 
County, Mass., Probate, File 1480. 

I Richard Collacott being (through y® mercy of God) 
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in perfect understanding and memory though something 
weak of body,...do make and ordain this my last will 
and testament...1 commit my soul into y® arms of the 
Lord Jesus Christ...my Body to earth...leaving my Dear 
wife ana children under the promise and Guidance of the 
Lord Jesus...item I Give unto my Daughter Hall of Dor- 
chester the summe of five pounds, and to her three 
Daughters twenty shillings a piece to be p4& by my Exec- 
utrix [out] of wt shall be rec% of Debts Due to mee 
from persons living at the Eastward or of any of my Re- 
mote lands there when sold, or after the Death of my 
Executrix. Item I Give to my Daughter Experience Miles 
two hundred Acres of Land near Merrimack which was giv- 
en me by the Generall Court and Laid out on Merimack 
River near the town now called Dunstable wh I confirm- 
ed to her & her son, and in Boston also I Give to her 

& to her son Richard Miles Thirty feet of my Garden 
fronting on y® street and Lying next unto y® house which 
was Philip Blakes and so to run thirty feet in breadth 
downe to y® mill pond and into the s% Pond as far as my 
right goes, to be possessed after my death & y® death 
of my s¢ wife with Liberty for the use of my well now 
in my yard. Item I give unto my Daughter Bethiah Col- 
lacott one of my best feather beds and one of my best 
Bedsteds with Rugg Blankets Green Serge Curtins and 
vallins, and all other necessaries unto the s% bed be- 
longing, Also my Great Copper Kettel, one Iron pot & 
one Brass Skillet, And after the death of my self and 
of my wife, I Give unto my s? Daughter Bethiah all my 
now dwelling house and Cow house, and the yard belong- 
ing to my house with that part of y® Garden that joyn- 
eth to that that I have Given to my Daughter Miles and 
her Sonne, this part of the Garden wh j] Give to my 
Daughter Bethiah is to run from y® street y® whole 
breadth which it is of at the street, as also all the 
breadth of my s@ yard and dwelling house down to the 
millpond, and in to y® sd pond as far as my Right Goes. 
But in case my s~ Daughter Bethiah dies unmarried viz 
not having at any time Been married then my will is 
that my Grandson Richard Miles shall have the one halfe 
of the housing and land above bequeathed to my s 
Daughter Bethiah, and Richard Callocot and Samuel Cal- 
locot my Grandsons shall have the other half of the sd 
Legacies, Provided my s°? three Grandsons shall pay or 
cause to be p4 within two years after they shall be 
possessed of s% Legacies by the death of my s% Daughter 
Bethiah, ten pounds unto my Daughter Elizabeth Hall the 
wife of Richard Hall of Dorchester afores%, if she be 
then living, but if dead, then the s4% ten pounds shall 
be pd unto y® then surviving Daughter or Daughters of 
my s@ Daughter Hall. Item I Give unto my two Grand- 
sons Richard and Samuel Collacott to be equally divided 
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betwixt them all my piece of Land Lying between my now 
dwelling house and my sister Moleford's house contain- 
ing about twenty nine foot in breadth, exvending in 
length from y® s4 street down to the mill pond...and in 
Case either of my s¢ Grandsons shoulda die before he is 
one and twenty years of age, he that surviveth shall 
enjoy this whole pt of Land. Item I Give unto my Grand- 
son Richard Miles one hundred and fifty acres of land 
joining to the western side of Kenebeck River, with the 
house if standing....Likewise I Give unto the s@ Rich- 
ard Miles my sword and my Gun. Item I Give unto my 
Grandson Richard Collacott all my wearing apparrell. 
Item I Give unto my six Grandsons namely Richard Colla- 
cott and Samuel Collacott and the four sons of my Daugh 
ter Hall above expresd, namely Samuel, Richard, Jona- 
than and Joseph, Six Hundred acres of Land on the west- 
ern side of the Kenebeck River near Abbacadussets point 
which was formerly the land of Alexander Th| }, to 
be equally divided among them as it shall fall by Lot. 
And my Will is that my funerall charges with all just 
debts above expressed aue to any person shall be paid 
out of the rest of my lands not as yet disposed of in 
this my last will and testament, by my Executrix...And 
of the remaining lands or debts due me my Will is that 
my Executrix shall have one fourth part thereof and 
another fourth part I Give unto my Daughter Hall and 
Another fourth part I bequeath unto my Daughter Miles 
and her son Richard, the remaining fourth part I Give 
unto my two Grandsons Richard Collacot and Samuell Col- 
lacott And my Will is that if my Executrix shall stand 
in need she may have liberty to dispose of all these 
four parts and improve them as she seeth good. Finally 
I give also unto Thomazin my dear wife all my Housing 
aforesd in Boston in New England and all my land ad- 
joyning and belonging thereunto (during her naturall 
Life) together with all my other estate not already 
Given to any one, and her my s4 wife I make whole and 
sole Executrix of this my last will and Testament, ap- 
pointing my loving friends Richard Hall of Dorchester 
my son in law and Richard Way of Boston to be over- 
seers. For the Confirmaton of this my Will and Testa- 
ment i have hereunto set my hand and Seall this 23% day 
of Aprill one thousand six hundred ana Eighty Six 
(Signed by his mark, RC, in the presence of Thomas 
Broughton and John Farnum. Proved 26 Aug. 1686., 


At Boston, 14 Mar. 1719 [1719/20,;, Richard Hall of 
Roxbury, tanner, and Joseph Hall of Lorchester, yeoman, 
were appointed administrators of the Estate of "Rich- 
ard Collacott heretofore of Boston Marriner" whose wife 
and Executrix Thomazin Collacott had "deceased without 
having fully administered on the Estate." 


THE POLE ROYAL LINE: A CORRECTION

The Pole family did not descend from the Grenvilles 
through the Drakes, hence the royal line claimed in 
"Descent of Captain William Pole from King Edward [" 
(supra, vol. 31, pp. 170-1/2) is false. In generation 
12, William Pole's wife Agnes Drake is called daughter 
of John Drake of Ashe by his wife Amy Grenville. But 
Amy died in 157//3, and her alleged grandson Sir Wil- 
liam Pole was born 1515; these dates are authentic, so 
we are asked to believe that Amy died when the grandson 
was already 62 years old. 

John Drake of Ashe and his wife Amy Grenville had 
six sons named on their monument, but no daughters are 
mentioned. He died 1558, so there is an error in the 
statement that he was Sheriff in 1561-2. Vivian's 
Visitations of Devon, p. 292-3, assign no daughter to 
John Drake and Amy Grenville, but this John's grand- 
father, John Drake of Otterton and his wife Agnes Kail- 
way are assigned a daughter "Johan" who married William 
fole. A adiscrepancy in the given name of a daughter 
that far back in a visitation peaigree is not unusual. 
The dates fit the conditions, and we conclude that Wil- 
liam Pole's wife was a daughter of this John Lrake, two 
generations further back on the Drake pedigree. The 
Grenville line and the royal descent are thus lost to 
the Pole family. 


GEORGE CONSTABLE OF EVERINGHAM, CO. YORK, ENGLAND

An article entitled "Katherine (Elithorpe)(Consta- 
ble) Miles, Ancestress of Certain Miles and Street Fam- 
ilies," ccntributed by the present writer, appeared in 
The American Genealogist, supra, vol. 31, pp. 24-24. It 
was suggested therein that George Constable, baptized 
at Everingham, co. York, 23 bec. 1035, third and young- 
est son of Kev. Marmaduke Constable, Rector of Evering- 
ham, by his wife natherine Elithorpe (who later became 
the wife of Leacon Richard Miles of New Haven, Conn.), 
ana who took the oath of fiaelity at New Haven, / Apr. 
1657, and later returned to England, may have been 
identical with George Constable of Everingham, gent., 
who made his will 18 May 1672 (proved 21 June 1672), 
anc who was an adherent of the head of his family, Sir 
Marmaduke Constable of Everingham, 2nd Baronet. 

Although nothing, further has been found to prove or 
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disprove the identity of the two George Constables, at- 
tention should be drawn to an interesting "List of 
Guests at Everingham Park, Yorkshire, Christmas 1662," 
contributed (with notes) by Ricnard Cecil Wilton, ar- 
chivist at Everingham Park, to the Catholic Record So- 
ciety Miscellanea, 2/:261-273. In this list, George 
Constable's name appears on p. 266 as “George Constable, 
what you please." Ina footnote, Mr. Wilton suggests 
that George Constable was probably the author of the 
manuscript list of guests, and that the description 
"what you please" was intended to be humorous. Mr. 
Wilton further states that the presumed author of the 
list is described by Anne (Shirburne), Lady Constable, 
wife of the second Baronet, in a paper at Everingham as 
"George Constable, our steward." In his original will, 
which is preserved at Everingham [Everingham Mss., 2nd 
series, 127A}, Gecrge Constable speaks of Sir Marmaduke 
as his "good master," and also refers to his "fellow- 
servants." 

Sir Philip Constable, lst Baronet (who was the host 
tc the guests assembled at Christmas 1662, and who died 
in Feb. 1664) in his will wrote, "As concerning the 
moneyes of mine remaining now in George Constables 
hands I do give and bequeath as followeth. Imp§S to the 
said George Constable £20," and later in the will he 
says, "to my cousin George Constable one of the suites 
I left at Everingham, which he pleaseth." 

Mr. Wilton points out that George Constable's posi- 
tion in the family seems to have been somewhat anoma- 
lous, and that his name does not appear in the Consta- 
ple pedigree, so Mr. Wilton suggests that he may have 
been an illegitimate relative. Whether this is so, or 
whether he was the son of Mrs. Miles of New Haven is 
still a question. 


ON NAMES OF DUICH GRANDCHILDREN

In a recent article (Genealogical Magazine of New 
Jersey, 28:14), Mr. George Olin Zabriskie prints an 
interesting attempt to identify the wife of Lirx Ter- 
hune of Paramus, N.J. We have done no research on this 
family but are impressed by the identification of this 
woman as Leah Hopper. We should, however, like to dis- 
cuss one of the methods employed by Mr. Zabriskie but 
abandoned by him as the facts forced him to reject it. 

"Most Dutch families of that period followed a pre- 
cise system in selecting names for their chilaren. 
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The first son was usually named for his father's father; 
the second for his mother's father. The first daughter 
usually received her maternal grandmother's name; the 
second her paternal grandmother's name." 

If based on fact, this woulda be a fine system to a- 
void family dissension and a most valuable device for 
the genealogist. We have, moreover, met this theory 
before but have been skeptical of it, particularly be- 
cause we think it inherently improbable that many fam- 
ilies would adopt so rigid a plan. it is true, of 
course, that, like families of every origin, the Dutch 
were likely to honor the grandparents in the names of 
the grandchildren: what we are now discussing is the 
pattern of applying those names. 

The compiler is descended from many Dutch couples. 
Among these there are nine families which had at least 
two sons and two daughters each, and the first names of 
all four grandparents are known. In only one of these 
nine instances is the pattern described by Mr. Zabris- 
kie found. Moreover, there are fifteen other families 
for which evidence is only partially available: either 
the couple had fewer than two sons and two daughters, 
or one or more ol the grandparents are unknown. If the 
pattern were partly visible so far as the evidence is 
available, then we might assume thet it might be visi- 
ble also in the area in which evidence is not available. 
It is a fact, however, that in only one of the fifteen 
families does part of the fragmentary pattern appear. 
Therefore, out of twenty-four Dutch couples, all dating 
before 1800, only one surely conformed to the pattern 
and one other may have ccnformed to it. That is, the 
pattern in this sample appears only for a maximum of 
approximately eixht percent anc may appear really only 
for about four percent. 

This sample may actually be too small for scientific 
statistics, but so far as this evidence goes, it sug- 
gests that it would be well not to press the device of 
this pattern too far. Even in the case of the family 
examired by Mr. Zabriskie, the pattern was not found. 
The second son received, if Mr. Zabriskie's iaentifica- 
tion is correct, the name of the first husband of his 
mother, rather than his maternal grandfather's. Not 
until the fourth son was the maternal grandfather hon- 
ored, for there were two named for the paternal grand- 
father, the elder of whom died early. 

Editor's Note. Our experience with Dutch families 
coincides with that of Dr. McCracken. In the Gardenier 
family, of nine family groups, mostly before 1/00, only 
one conforms to the pattern. One father named the first 
son for himself, the second for his wife's father, the 
third for his brother, the fourth for himself again, 
and the only girl was named for his own mother.—D.L.J.

In The New England Hist. and Gen. Register, 22:18-22 
an English wr writer prints what p purports to be a sketch 
of the English ancestry of the famous Commodore William 
Bainbridge (1774-1833), but no attempt is made by the 
compiler to trace William's line back to the immigrant 
ancestor, Johnl Bainbridge, and, indeed, no John Bain- 
bridge even appears in the sketch, which is thus shown 
tc be quite worthless. The true English origin of this 
family has not been located but, from evidence which 
will later be presented, it would seem probable that 
the family came from the neighborhood of Askwith, York- 
shire, and that they were members of the Society of 
Friends, not only in America but also in England. 


1. Johnl Bainbridge, of Chesterfield, Burlington 
Co., NeJ., was a member of Chesterfield meeting and is 
attested, briefly, in its minutes, shortly before his 
death in 16087, on the occasion when his son John was 
accused of selling rum to the Indians: "old John and 
his Wife say they are cleare of aney such thing." A 
John Bainbridge, either the father or the son, had a 
survey of 200 acres northwest of William Black's land 
in 2nd mo. 1684 [N.J. Archives, 1:21:359] and, again, 
in November 1686, the same John Bainbridge, whichever 
it was, also had surveyed 46 acres west of George Goe- 
forth in the same neighborhood, wherever it was, but 
probably in Burlington County [ibid., 473]. The same 
volume contains a great many other lana transactions 
which, from their dates, clearly concern the son, but 
these are the only ones dated before the father's death. 

The will of John Bainbridge, Senior, of Chesterfield, 
in the Province of West Jersey, is dated 10 May 1686, 
probated 3 Oct. 16087, abstracted in N.J. Archives, 
Wills, 1:23, here described, however, from a new ab- 
stract made for me in 1954 by Mrs. Alfred P. S. Bellis 
of Morrisville, Pa. The loving wife Alice and the 
daughter Sarah Bainbridge are made executrices, assist- 
ea by John Horner and Daniel Bacon, and the two women 
are also residuary legatees. In particular, they get 
the remaining part of the term of the servant Samuel 
Simison or Sinison; witnesses: Abraham Cenior, Isaac 
Horner, Tho: Revell. Son John Bainbridge gets various 
farm equipment and tools and also "all that dwelling 
house which [| have made upon ye lana whereon i now live, 
which land my sonne John hath purchased." The inven- 
tory of £88/13/11 was made by Francis Davenport, John 
Hooton, John Snowson{[?}, and Wm. Beard on ey Oct. 1687.

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Chesterfield Minutes date the burial on 12 8th mo.1687, 
and Burlington kKecords, p. 13 (Stillwell, Historical 
Miscellany, 2:14), show that letters of administration 
[not letters testamentary?) were granted to Alice and 
Saran Bainbridge "but Gov. Skene hath yr bond." Where 
Alice died is unknown: perhaps she returned to England 


with her daughter.

2. Johne Bainbridge, only known son of John; Bain- 
bridge by wife Alice » iS much better attested 
than his father, a curious combination of qualities at 
both ends of the moral spectrum. 

His will gives his date of birth as 2 Nov. 1658 ana 
he was probably born in Yorkshire. He was undoubtedly 
the John Bainbridge who deposited at Falls Monthly 
Meeting, Bucks Co., Pa., a certificate dated the last 
of 3rd mo. 16083, issued by the Askewith Monthly Meeting 
in England, county not stated, though there is an Ask- 
with in Yorkshire and only there [Hinshaw, Encyclopae- 
dia of American Quaker Genealogy, 2:975)j. Gilbert 
Cope's transcripts of English Quaker records at the 
Genealogical Society of Pennsylvania have been searched 
but the only item pertaining to this family was the 
marriage of John's sister Sarah, cited above. 

He married, at Middletown Monthly Meeting, Bucks 
Co., Pa., on 15 Aug. 1685, Sarah Clows, born, probably 
at Gosworth, co. Chester, England, 27 8th mo. 1660, 
daughter of John and Margery ( ) Clowes or Clows, 
who came to Bucks County from Cheshire in 1683. There 
is a discrepancy of about five years between this birth 
date and the ace at death given in her husband's will: 
she died on 25 Mar. 1/31 in her 6/th year. On the 
Clows family, see above, vol. 32, pp. 24-26. 

The Chesterfield Minutes record the birth and burial 
of John, son of John@, and show John@ Bainbridge as a 
member of a committee as late as 5 10th mo. 168y. Other 
than this, our man appears in these minutes only in the 
following unfavorable light: 

"3mo. 5, 16087. This Meeting being informed that 
John Benbridge sold Rum to the Indians, John #unting 
& Samuel Sikes was ordered to speak with him and give 
an account to our next Monthly meeting...... 

"umo. 2, 1687. John Bunting &« Samuel Sixes being 
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ordered by the last Meeting to speake with John Bain- 
bridge's famely about selling Rum to the Indians, did 
this day Give an Acount that old John and his Wife say 
they are cleare of aney such thing but young John at 
that time was hardened somewhat But Since Being at a 
Quarterly Meeting Whereas the Mightey Powre of the Lord 
appeared to the Breakeing downe that which was Contrary 
to Truth and young John bein theare was Much Broken and 
did speake to Samuel Bunting and Told him that Whereas 
things had not been well he did intend for time to come 
they should be Amended, and desired that Friends should 
beare with him and still continue the Meeting at his 
House." 

This house was doubtless the one mentioned in his 
father's will and the move from Bucks to Burlington is 
Signalled for us by a deed whereby his wife's brother- 
in-law, Richard hough, acting for John Bainbridge "of 
this county" [which?] conveyed on 7 3rd. mo. 1686 to 
James Claypoole of Philadelphia (Bucks Quarterly Courts, 

p. 7, session of 9 4th mo. 1686). 

While in Burlington County, though this is not stat- 
ed, John Bainbridge bought of George Hutchinson on 20 
Jan. 1685/6 a tract of 250 acres and held it until 12 
May 1693 when, then of Middlesex County, Bast Jersey, 
living at Assunpinck, yeoman, he sold it to Benjamin 
Field (N.J. Archives, 1:21:478]. In 1690 @ survey was 
made for John Bainbridge of 1 1/2 acres on River Street, 
Burlington [ibid., 368], and on 20 Feb. 1691/2 Thomas 
‘right of Burlington conveyed to John Bainbridge of 
Burlington, joiner, a wharf [ib., 432], so the move to 
this farm on Assunpinck, which was somewhere in the 
Trenton neighborhood, had then not yet taken place. The 
move must have occurred between this last date and l2 
May 1693 when he sola to Benjamin Field. On 22 Feb. 
1693/4 John Reid of Hortencie conveyed to John Bain- 
bridge of Assanpink, 200 acres on Assanpink between 
James Johnston and William Watson, and this tract John 
Bainbridge of Maidenhead, Burlington County, conveyed 
to Peter Groome of Assinpinck River on 9 Nov. 1696 
{ibid., 143], so that by this last date the family had 
removed, finally, to Maidenhead, then of Burlington, 
later of Hunterdon, and now of Mercer County, that is, 
in or near the present village of Lawrenceville. The 
new location was doubtless a tract of 400 acres, bought 
by John Bainbridge, now of East Jersey, yeoman, on 17 
Mar. 1695/6, from Richard Ridgeway of Maidenhead, tai- 
lor, ana wife Abigail, part of a tract of 600 acres at 
Stony Brook (in the neighborhood of Lawrenceville and 
Princeton], originally surveyed for Ridgeway in August 
1690 [ibid., 488 f.j. On 10 Apr. 1699 Ridgeway re- 
ceipted for £160 for this tract [ibid., 521}. 


On 30 Nov. 1693, John Bainbridge had sold to John 
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Peares of Burlington, carpenter, 100 acres |ibid., 466), 
and on 10 llth mo. 1694/5 John Bainbridge of Burling- 
ton, joiner, conveyed four shares of land to Thomas 
Clarke of burlington [ibia., 468]. On 6 May 1696 Thom- 
as Revell conveyed lana above the Falls of the Lelaware 
to John Bainbridge of East Jersey, joiner, and on the 
next day Bainbridge gave a mortgage to Revell for this 
tract [ibid., 4898 f.]. On 6 Dec. 1699 a survey was 
made by Thomas Revell and Ralph Hunt of 400 acres [ibid 
390). On 16 Oct. 1700 John Bainbridge and wife Sarah, 
and Ralph Hunt and wife Susanna, all of Maidenhead, 
conveyed to Vincent ffountaine of Straton [sici Island, 
yeoman, 400 acres, that is, the tract bought of Revell. 
not the Stony Brook tract of the same acreaxe [ibia., 
536}. John Bainbridge's land in mentioned in deeds of 
others several times before 1700 [ibid., 206, 224, 375, 
376, 393). The conveyances thus far printed end in 
1/00, but we have not thought it necessary to examine 
unprinted deeds for theremaining 33 years of John Bain- 
bridge's life, since our man is sufficiently attested 
as it is. 

The name also appears many times in the inaex to H. 
Clay Reed and George J. Miller's printed edition of ‘The 
Burlington Court Book, “American Legal Records" vol. 5. 
(Washington, 1544). He served his fellow men in vari- 
ous minor public capacities: as overseer of highways in 
1690; juror in 1691, 1692, and 1702; grand juror in 
1688, 1699, and 1705; gave testimony in 1686 that he 
had borrowed a canoe from the Indians; was a judve in 
1596 and 1/06-7; was defendant in a suit in 1697 when 
John Horner, plaintiff, did not appear, and in the same 
period he was a tax collector. By 1/05 he was no long- 
er a Quaker, for in the proceedings of Queen vs Heath 
he gave sworn testimony l[p. 308, and comment pe Xxxix, 
note 74). 

Two items of greater interest also are included. On 
12 May 16094 one Jannett Monro, servant to John and Sa- 
rah Bainbridge, was tried for the murder of her new- 
born child. Dugglas Ireton, wife of Obadiah, testified 
that a child was found in a tub of water by an Indian 
near John Bainbridge's house and she came and found it 
there. The child had a kind of hlackish spot on its 
neck. Sarah Bainbridge (the Prisoner['sj} Mistress) 
said that she was never sure the prisoner was with 
child but suspected it, and she had asked Janet if she 
was but Janet said she was dropsical, and Sarah knew 
nothing of the chilc ever being alive. Jchn Bainbridge 
(the Prisoner['s] Master) saw the child first at the 
well and the child bended a little in the neck and 
there was a little bluish circle on the chilc's neck 
but he did not apprehend it to be anything of the cause 
of death. He put the child on the ground and reported 
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to the constable. John Joyner, one of the jury, picked 
up the chila after Bainbridge had put it down, covered 
it and washed it, and there was a black spot on the 
neck but no wound. Daniel WillS, surgeon and coroner, 
saw the same spot after the body was disinterred but 
the spot might have been blood settling. Francis Dav- 
enport saw the spot and thought it a sign of violence. 
John Bainbridge did not know Janet was with child but 
suspected it and tola his wife to be careful of her. 
The prisoner stated that the child was stillborn in the 
night when she was alone. She was acquitted by the ju- 
ry, Richard Stockton, foreman, but had tc serve out her 
time with Bainbridge and an additional period to pay 
court costs. 

About 1698 Sarah Bainbridge was bounc to appear be- 
fore the court and did so appear but the witnesses were 
not ready and she was continued unwer security. At a 
later session John appeared for his wife but no one ap- 
peared against her and she was cleared by the prosecu- 
tion of charges not recorded. 

John Bainbridge witnessed the will of Richard Burt 
of Maidenhead, carpenter, on 6 Aug. 1/07 [N.J. Archives, 
Wills, 1:76), the only time he is recorded in that ca- 
pacity. On 13 Aug. 1/15, Brigadier Robert Hunter, Gov- 
ernor of New York and New Jersey, recommended to his 
superiors in London that John Bainbridge be appointed 
to the Council of New Jersey in place of Mr. Mompesson, 
John then being called "another proprietor of the West- 
ern Division." At the same time another man was recom- 
mendea for a second vacancy, but by the time the letter 
arrived in London, one of these vacancies had been 
filled, and Hunter was asked which of the two men he 
wanted appointed for the single remaining vacancy. He 
did not immediately reply but in 1718 he passed over 
both men in his recommendations for that year, and the 
superiors asked why. Hunter now replied on 3 Nov. 1718 
that one of the two had died and "John Bainbridve has 
become altogether unfit by age [he was sixty] and hard 
drinking." [N.J. Archives, 1:4:217, 227, 375, 377.] 

The will of John Bainbridge of Maidenhead, Hunterdon 
County, gentleman, is dated l2 Feb. 1732/3, probated l 
Var. 1732/3, aostracted imperfectly in Wills, 2:30 f., 
described from a new abstract by Wrs. Bellis. Provi- 
sions for the children and gra:dchildrer are made as 
indicated in their respective sketches. SBurial is di- 
rected to be by the side of his daughter Sarah's tomb 
and over his own grave is to be erected a tomb with 
"the Day « Year of my Death & my Age which was Seventy 
four years the Second Day of November Last « also tc 
cause a Tomb to be Erected over my wives (sic, Grave 
who Lied VYarch the Twenty fifth in the year 1/31 in 
the sixty Seventh year of her Age." "To my loving 
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kinsman Theophilus Phillips the sume of five pounds.... 
whom | also nominate Constitute & ordain to be one of 
the Executors of this my Last Will and Testament," the 
other being son John Bainbridge; witnesses: Stephen 
James, William Phillips, Joseph Phillips; inventory 
dated 24 Feb. 1742/3, £367/12/6, including bond of Rob- 
ert Lawrence, made by Joshua and John Anderson. The 
estate included one-sixteenth part of a proprietary 
right in West Jersey. 

The bodies of both John and Sarah were interred in 
what is now called Kiverview Cemetery, formerly Lam- 
berts Burying Ground, a Quaker cemetery in the present 
southern outskirts of Trenton. The tombstones are said 
to have the year 1732 on them [History of Trenton 16/9- 
1929, 1:520). There is said also to be an adjoining 
stone with a now illegible inscription which probably 
marked the resting place of daughter Sarah. John Bain- 
bridge's name appears among many to whom the West Jer- 
sey Society conveyed on 18 Mar. 1698/9 a hunared acres 
for a rriends Meeting House, buryins ground and school 
{[N.J. Archives, 1:21:517), and we take this to be the 
original nucleus of the Riverview Cemetery which was 
incorporated anda established in the nineteenth century 
but included the old cemetery. .

3. Elizabeth? Bainbridge, daughter of John© Bain- 
bridge by wife Sarah Clows, is mentioned in her father's 
will but we have found no record of her birth. In the 
will she appears as follows: 

"I order that my executors shall teach or Cause to 
be Taught to Read & Write « Arithmetick my Daughter 
Elizabeth's Eldest son commonly known by the name of 
John Yard « that my Executors Shall bind him to the 
Trade that he Shall most Incline to Learn & I do also 
give and bequeath unto him the said John Yard the Sum 
of forty pounds current money of Pensilvania to be paid 
to him When he shall arrive to the Age of Twenty Two 
years & the other Twenty pounds to be paid to him when 
he shall arrive to the Age of Twenty four years....To 
my well beloved Daughter Elizabeth Twelve pounds Like 
money as above to be paid to her by my Executors at 
four payments viz——the first payment of three pounds 
to be paid to her in four years after my Lecease « 
three pounds to be paid to her yearly after till all 
the said Twelve Pounds shall be paid unto her." 

From this passage we conclude that the grandson was 
not more than a few years old, since he had not yet 
learned to read and write; that there may have been 
other children of Elizabeth born later than he. The 
phrase "commonly known by the name of John Yard" is 
curious and suggests either that Elizabeth had married 
& man named Yard who had died and she had then remar- 
ried, thus causing her son to be known by a name dif- 
ferent from her own; or that John Yard, the grandson, 
was illegitimate and was known by the surname and per- 
haps also the full name of his real father. The word- 
ing of the bequest to Elizabeth herself suggests that 
she was to be protected from her own possible extrava- 
gance or from her husband, but the latter seems unlike- 
ly, since in the case of her sister Mary, their father 
did protect his daughter from his son-in-law and said 
so frankly. 

Before searching for John Yard's father, we should 
note that Francis B. Lee, Genealogical and Personal 
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Memoir of Mercer County, New Jersey (New York, 1907), 
p. 004, claims that Elizabeth Bainbridge married a John 
Yard, that after his death she married, second, Isaac 
Reeder, who died at Ewing in March 1763; that Elizabeth 
also bore to Reeder a daughter Sarah, and that Reeder 
married, second, Joanna Hunt and had two childrem by 
her. This information was presumably supplied by Reed- 
er descendants. Confirmation comes from the will of 
Isaac Reeder, yeoman, dated at Trenton, 30 Dec. 1760, 
probated 26 Mar. 1763 [Lib. 1l, p. 363, also examined 
for me by Mrs. Bellis]. "To John Yara son of my former 
wife Flizabeth the just and full sum of Two pounds cur- 
rent Lawfull money to be paid Two years after my de- 
cease which is in full payment of all Demand against my 
Estate....-To Sarah, Daughter of my former wife Eliza- 
beth the sum of Twenty Shillings lixe monsy two years 
after my decease." Nothing more on the Yards appears 
in this will. We conclude that it is much more prob- 
able that Sarah, whose surname is not stated, was isaac 
nheeder's stepdaughter than that she was his own daugh- 
ter, for he aoes not call her his daughter ana he gives 
her less than he bequeaths to other heirs of his body. 
the marriage of Isaac Reeder to Elizabeth Bainbridge or 
Elizabeth (Bainbridge) Yard is not recorded, but we 
think it proved almost beyond doubt that Mr. Lee is 
right in claiming that she who had been Elizabeth Bain- 
bridge was tue former wife of Isaac Reeder. In addi- 
tion to her having a son John Yard, she named her daugh- 
ter Sarah after her mother. 

Now, then, before examining the question of whether 
Yr. Lee is right also in stating a first marriage to a 
John Yard, let us examine the Yard family in general 
for a possible wife named Elizabeth. There were two 
such and in neither case was evidence found elsewhere 
permitting us to identify the wife's maiden surname. 
jeorgee Yard, son of Joseph! Yard by wife Mary, both 
men being Phildelphia bricklayers, died between 1752 
and 1758. His willwas dated 21 Feb. 1747/8, probated 
21 Sept. 1758 [L-163}. No wife is named and the only 
two children named as living are William Yard and Eliz- 
abeth, her surname not stated. A trust is set up for 
their shares and placed in the hands of their first 
cousin, Joseph Fox, who is directed in the event of 
their deaths without issue to divide tiie estate between 
living issue of testator's brothers Joseph and William 
ana sister Elizabeth Fox. If George Yard had in 1748 
other living chilaren, he cut them off witnout consid- 
eration. He did in fact have other children born, for 
the baptisms of William, John, Elizabeth, Mary, James, 
and a second Mary, all baptized between 1/20 and 1/33, 
are recorded at the First Presbyterian Church, Phila- 
delphia, and when the mother's name apvears in these 
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baptisms it is Elizabeth. This John> Yard, baptized 30 
Oct. 1720 in the same year as his older brother William, 
baptized 2 Apr. 1/20, could qualify as Elizabeth Bain- 
bridge's son only if we can conceive of his being cut 
off entirely in his father's will and reject the second 
marriage of his mother to Isaac Reeder, for if Eliza- 
beth Yard were not living in 1748, she could hardly 
have survived George Yard when he died after 1/52, have 
then married Reeder, ana herself died soon enough to 
allow him to marry Joanna Hunt and have two children 
befcre 1700! We conclude, therefore, that tempting as 
it is to iacentify George Yard's wife Elizabeth as Eliz- 
abeth Bainbridge, the evidence forbids us to do so. 

George Yard's youngest brother was named Benjamin, 
and that his wife was named Elizabeth is shown in a 
Philadelphia deed dated 6 Sept. 1726 [F-2, p. 401}. 
This Benjamin Yard died probably not long after 1/73e, 
though this is uncertain. It would be possible for 
Benjamine Yard to marry Elizabeth Bainbridge and die in 
time to permit her to marry Reeder and then die, allow- 
ing him to marry Joanna Hunt. There is, however, an 
insurmountable difficulty even here: in 1763 when the 
above-named Joseph Fox was settling the estate, he ob- 
tained releases from most but not all of the living 
heirs of his grandfather Joseph! Yard (d. 1/16), and 
among them a release from "Mary Yard of the County of 
Chester, spinster, the only daughter and issue of Ben- 
jamin Yard decd, who was the youngest son of Joseph 
Yard, late of the city of Philadelphia, bricklayer, 
decd." [Philadelphia Deeds, I-4, p. 347, 14 Sept.1763). 
This Mary Yard denies having any brother or sister. 

She does so in the fall after the probation of Isaac 
Reeder's will and some three years after he had made 
it. It is barely possible that both John and Sarah had 
died in the interim, but no trace of them has ever been 
found in Chester County, and though there is a John 
Yard who is otherwise unidentifiable in Philadelphia in 
the period 1755-1760, he is certainly there at least 
until 1767 and probably much longer. Moreover, the 
John Yard who was Elizabeth Bainbridge's son probably 
was tne John Yard Sr. who died in Amwell Township in 
1795. We therefore conclude that Elizabeth Bainbridge 
did not marry Benjamin Yard. 

Mr. Lee says that she married John Yard. John@ Yard, 
third of the six surviving sons of Josephl Yard, died 
at Burlington, N.J., between 10 Feb. 1732/3 when he 
made his will and 13 Mar. 1732/3 when it was probated, 
not in Burlington County where he lived but in Phila- 
delphia County [E-248]. This will mentions no wife ana 
no child. It does name as heirs testator's mother Mary 
Yard, widow, of the city of Fhiladelphia, and his broth- 
er Joseph Yard of New Jersey, no one else. Had Eliza- 
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beth Bainbridge been the wife of this John Yard when he 
died, her brothers could have gone into court with a 
petition to break this will. No record has been found 
of such a proceeding in Philadelphia. This John Yard 
is shown to have been at Burlington during his last 
days. He also must be the "John Yard (old)" whose name 
appears in the accounting of the estate of Joseph Sev- 
erns, a Trenton merchant, which was dated ey May 1/32 
(Wills, 2:y42/7,;. That is, when Severns died he had on 
his books an outstanding debt of a John Yard calied old 
to distinguish him from his nephew, the John Yard who 
was son to his brother William and who had married in 
that year. It is therefore clear that John“ Yard would 
have had contact with the Trenton-Maidenhead area. If, 
however, he was father of Elizabeth Bainbridge's son, 
the boy was illegitimate, as indeed his grandfather 
2ainbridge's will seems to imply. 

There was also another brother, James@ Yard, of whom 
we can say nothing more than that he was living in 
Philadelphia in 1724. ‘Two other brothers, Joseph* Yard 
who died at Wellinborough, Burlington County, 1 May 
1738, and William© Yard who died at Trenton on 8 Lec. 
1744, must we think also be eliminated. Joseph left a 
wicow named Susanna and five daughters; William left a 
widow who had been Mary Tindall and she was his wife 
from 1703 to 1744 and survived him. Their son John was 
still living until 1/763 but he had no son John.

Bainbridge 
(John©, John!) by wife Abigail » Was born at Maid- 
enhead about 1742 and was a minor in 1763 when his fa- 
ther made his will, though he was nearly of age. He 
was a student of the College of New Jersey, now Prince- 
ton University, taking his A.B. in 1762 and his A.M. in 
1765. He began to practice medicine at Maidenhead, but 
in 1/73 he removed to Princeton. His house was on Nas- 
sau Street, one lot east of Van Deventer Avenue, on the 
south side of the street, next te the Garden Theater of 
today. in recent years it has housed tne Public Libre- 
ry of Princeton. At the outbreak of the Revolution he 
became surgeon to the 3rd New Jersey Volunteers, and, as 
a loyalist, suffered the usual persecution [see E. Al- 
fred Jones, Coll. of N.J. Hist Soc., 11:15]. He died 
in New York City, 23 June 1806, and he and his wife are 
both buried in a vault at Trinity Church. He married 
Mary Taylor, daughter of John Taylor Sr., City of Perth 
Amboy, Middlesex County, N.J., whose will dated 10 Dec. 
1/97, probated ly Sept. 1799 |Wills, 9:362) speaks of 
granadaughter Phebe Bainbridge, then unmarried; daugh- 
ter Mary Bainbridge; and her daughters Phebe, Abigail, 
and Mary, all under ee.

JOSIAH JONES OF EAST GREENWICH, R.1.

in The American Genealogist, vol. 31, pp. 123-126, 
Mrs. John &. Barclay contributed an article on the 
Jones family of Yarmouth and Middleboro, Mass. Among 
the probable children of Teaguel Jones is listed a Jo- 
siah© Jones, who was born about 1652/3 and married 28 
Nov. 10//, at Yarmouth, Elizabeth Berry. Mrs. Barclay 
could find no further record for Josiah Jones in Plym- 
outh Colony. 

In East Greenwich, Rnode Island, there appeared be- 
fore 1/709 a Josiah Jones with his wife Elizabeth and it 
seems highly probable that he is the Yarmouth man. No 
record has been found so far to prove that Josiah Jones 
of East Greenwich came from Yarmouth, but the lack of 
conflicting records and the evidence of names would 
seem to indicate it. The facts are as follows: 

1. No record has been found for Josiah Jones at 
Yarmouth after his marriage to Elizabeth Berry in 1677. 

2. Josiah Jones and his wife Elizabeth appeared at 
Rast Greenwich, R.I., at some time befcre 1/09. 

3. Both men had wives by the name of Elizabeth. 

4. Josiah Jones of Yarmouth had a brcether Jeremiah 
and Josiah Jones of East Greenwich had a son Jeremiah. 
The will of Josiah Jones of East Greenwich, R.i., 
dated 28 Jan. 1742/3, and proved 12 Mar. 17/44/5, is to 
be found in East Greenwich Probate Records, 1:197. He 
mentioned his wife Elizabeth; sons, Jeremiah and Seth; 
daughters, "Elizabeth Bassitt," "Dorcas Aylworth,” "Sa- 

rah Raynolds" and "Ann Hamilton"; granadaughter, Mary 
Hamilton; ana grandson, Josiah Jones, son otf Seth Jones.

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RECENT BOOKS 


Richard Curtice, Master Mariner. A Genealogy of 
Richard Curtice of Salem, Massachusetts, and Southold, 
Long Island, whose Father appears to have been The Mas- 
ter Mariner. Compiled by Harlow Dunham Curtis, Manli- 
us, New York. Fublished by Mrs. William Dowd Scranton, 
Madison, Conn., 1955. Distributed by the Curtis Soci- 
ety of Stratford, Conn. Cloth, 102 p., lithoprinted. 
Price, 410.00. 

A large amount of valuable data has been collected 
and is preserved in this volume, which is well prepared 
and lithoprinted. It is conjectural that Richard Cur- 
tice of Southold was son of the like-named master mari- 
ner. The family early spread into Connecticut and into 
several counties of New York State. A present-day des- 
cendant of note is Harlow Herbert Curtice, president of 
General Motors Corporation. Those who are used to ref- 
erence numbers for heads of families will feel the lack 
of them, but the complete and excellent index helps to 
make up for the lack. 


Genealogy for Beginners. By Arthur J. Willis. Lon- 
don, Ernest Benn Limited. American distributors: Good- 
speed's Book Shop, 18 Beacon Street, Boston 8, Mass. 
Price, 15s. net. Cloth, lyy p., indexed. 

As it purports to be, this is a good book for bexzin- 
ners in English research. I[t explains the different 
classes of records available and how to get at them. 
There is a bibliography which refers to booxs in which 
more detailed information is given about sources of 
several types. ‘he author is a surveyor who has pub- 
lished a number of books in tnat field. In genealogy 
he is an intelligent ana well-informed amateur; but 
there are many professionals in the United States who 
could get useful hints from this book. In the last 44 
pages he gives as a "case history" his own search for 
his Willis ancestry in considerable detail, thus achiev- 
ing the double purpose of teaching by example and of 
preserving the records obtained of tnis particular fam- 
ily. Illustrations give a good idea of some of the 
more common types of original record sources. 


The Gorham Family. Ancestors and Descendants of 
Ephraim Gorham (1753-1830), Revolutionary Soldier, of 
Canterbury, Connecticut, and Elbridge, New York. Com- 
piled by Gerald James Parsons, M.S.(L.S.), and Louis 
William Hagen, M.S. Rochester, N.Y., 1955. Mimeograph- 
ed, 93 large p., fully indexed. $4.00 in a binder or 
$3.00 unbound.

This partial genealogy of the Gorham family is well 
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prepared and well arranged. All the descendants enum- 
erated are eligible to the Mayflower Society, through 
the marriage of Capt. John! Gorham to Desire Howland. 
Actually, Capt. John seems to have been of the second 
generation in New England, and the authors set forth 
the evidence for two conflicting views of his paterni- 
ty. The direct line is brought down to Ephraim? with 
full citation of documentary evidence, and the offspring 
of Ephraim are followed down to date, with references 
for each family group. A model for the type of family 
history which deals with a specific branch of the fam- 
ily. 


Counterfeiting in Colonial Pennsylvania. By Kenneth 
Scott. [Numismatic Notes and Monographs, No. 132.4] 

The American Numismatic Society, New Yorsn, 1955. Paper, 
168 p. Indexes of Money, Persons, and Places. $4.00. 
Counterfeiting is an imaginative crime, requiring 
considerable skill. it therefore hus its romantic side 
and this story of the early Pennsylvania counterfeiters 
makes fascinating reading. ‘ihe present study is thor- 

ough, well written, and documented. 

Although counterfeiters were executed, publicly 
lashed, and had their ears cropped, many got off livcht- 
ly or broke jail and escaped. Surprisingly, some were 
of good birth and connections, such as Samuel Ford,Jr., 
whose mother was a Baldwin and whose wife was a Kitch- 
ell. One wonders if Dr. Joseph Bradford from New Lon- 
don, Conn., wno went by other names, was really a Brad- 
ford! On the genealogical siae (and we lacx space to 
review any except genealogical books as a rule), quite 
a little information is given about the family connec- 
tions of some of the counterfeiters. 


The Descendants of Captain John Luther. By Lesiie 
L. Luther, of Moravia, N.Y., based on the lifetime ef- 
forts of four Luther genealogists. Microfilms or mi- 
crocards, 1800 p., four-part index, $10.00 per set.

Althoush we have not hed opportunity to examine this 
work, we have reason to believe tnat it is authorita- 
tive, and we wish to call attention to it because so 
far as we Know it is the first family history which has 
been published exclusively in a microfilm edition. The 
excessive cost of printing or even lithoprinting a 
book of this size, in view of the necessarily limited 
demand, has caused the adoption of this metnod. The 
same firm offers reading machines at reduced price to 
purchasers of the Genealogy. 

The background of the family in England is included, 
and the index contains over 20,000 names. 
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The Magna Charta Sureties 1215, The Barons Named 
in the Magna Charta, 1215, and Some of Their Descend- 
ants Who Settled in America 1607-1650. By Arthur Adams, 
Ph.D., and Frederick Lewis Weis, Th.D. Boston, 1955. 
Cloth, 138 p. Indexed. 

This volume is vastly superior to others which have 
appeared in this field. Perhaps that is not as high 
praise as it seens, cr even as the book deserves, be- 
cause most compilations of this nature nave been poor 
indeed. Even the present volume is, it saddens us to 
say, very far from perfect, tnough an honest attempt 
has been made to be accurate and to include only proved 
lines. 

The earlier generations of most of the lines includ- 
ed are accurate and referenced, often to the Complete 
Peerage or else to Dr. Weis's Ancestral Roots (1951) 
and its Supplement (1953) in which the references will 
be found. There are also some references to von Red- 
lich's Pedigrees of Some of the Emperor Charlemagne's 
Descendants (1941) in which, despite tue assertion in 
the prefatory note (in the present book) that "proof... 
is to be found," it is not to be found, since there are 
no specific references but only a large bibliography. 

For some of the pedigrees, in the generations be- 
tween the baronial families and the emirrant, too much 
reliance has been placed on visitations and county his- 
tories. The FitzRandolph line contributed by Mr. Cod- 
dington is commendable because he points out the two 
spots where the evidence is just short of conclusive. 
Perhaps it would have been advisable to place some oth- 
er lines in the same or a lower category, and to have 
pointed out where the evidence is somewhat weak. 

In a few pedigrees scarcely a date is given for sev- 
eral successive generations, making it impossible to 
check them chronologically. When documentary sources 
have been consulted, more dates shoulda be available to 
vin each individual down. Without such documentation, 
such pedigrees might better have veen omitted or placed 
in the "not fully proved" category. ‘or example, the 
Washingeton pedigree (Line 30) may be quite correct, but 
there are hardly any dates and the only autiuority cited 
is von Redlich's book which is undocumented. This is 
also tme of Line 31. The Earl of Tankerville married 
before 1435, so we may suppose his daughter to have 
peen born ca. 1435-50. Her alleged creat-crandcaugnter 
married ca. 1512, so we may suppose her born ca. 1590. 
Here are 140 years or more for three venerations, an 
averave of 4/ years to a ceneration, and as two of the 
three were women, this makes a pretty wiae spread. Anda 
there are no intervening dates csiven to enable us to 
form a juagment as to whether sich lon enerations ac- 
tually occurred. 
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Here ana there one encounters mistakes or inadver- 
tencies which woulda bespeak carelessness, were it not 
that br. Weis has informed me that his proofreading had 
to be unreasonably hurried. Except for that, certainly 
such obvious slips as the following should have been 
caught and rectified. On page 19 it is stated that 
Thomas, Duke of Gloucester, and his wife Alianore de 
Rohun "were the parents of Henry V, King of England." 
Of course Henry V was son of Henry IV, and of the Duke 
of Gloucester's five children, the only one to leave 
issue was the Anne given in the text. Again, on page 
28, it is stated that Humphrey, a later Duke of Glouces- 
ter, was son of Henry IV "and grandson of King Edward 


IlI." He was grandson of John of Gaunt. On page 22 we 
read, "Governor Roger Wolcott of Massachusetts was a 
descendant of John Drake." Wolcott was Governor of Con- 


necticut and his wife, not he, was a Drake descendant. 
And on page 73 it is surprising to be told that Eleanor 
wife of Franklin Delano Roosevelt was a granddaughter 
of Colonel Theodore Roosevelt, President of the United 
States. 

in Line 16, which concerns the ancestry of Obadiah 
Bruen, it is not fully proved that the mother of Marga- 
ret de Clinton was idonea de Say. A footnote in the 
Complete Peerage raises a question as to how many wives 
the 3rd Baron Clinton had, and this doubt was mentioned 
by the present reviewer, supra, 26:22. 

The Pole descent (Line 2/7) appeared herein, supra, 
31:170-2, but is corrected in the present issue (32: 
95). Agnes Drake was not the daughter of the John Drake 
who married Amy Grenville, so the Poles lack the baron- 
ial (and royal) lines which come through the Grenvilles. 

It seems like begging the question (Line 118) to en- 
ter Richard Woodhull as son of a nameless son of Fulke 
Wodhull of Thenford, and to state his birthplace as 
Thenford (his baptism is not in the Thenford registers). 
His aescent "from his grandfather, Fulke," is not"defi- 
nitely proved" by the Crewe letter, which merely proves 
that he was a cousin in some degree of the eldest branch 
at Thenford, represented at the time the letter was 
written by ereat-grandsons of Fulke. Richard was born 
ca. 1020; his alleged grandfather Fulke was born ca. 
1530 by his age at death. The spread of 90 years be- 
tween Richard and his alleged grandfather is possible, 
and he could conceivably have been an unrecorded son of 
Fulke's younger son John by a second marriage. But he 
could just as conceivably have descended from an uncle 
of Fulke. Is it not sheer guessing to assume a line of 
descent for Hichard tnrough Fulke's mother? 

in Line 82, no. 9, is it certain the Eudo de Welles 
was grandson of John de Mowbray as stated? His father, 
the 5th Lord Welles, is credited in some of the peer- 
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ages with two wives, of whom Eleanor de Mowbray was the 
second. Is it proved that Eleanor was Eudo's mother? 

On page 61 it is stated that Haward Southworth, born 
1590, was named in the will of his grandfather, Sir 
William Lister, but on page 72 we find that the said 
will was probated in 1582. it is wisely left as un- 
proved that this Eaward was Alice Carpenter's husband. 

On page 82 Mary (Bruen) Baldwin is made sister of 
Obadiah Bruen instead of his daughter, tnuough the evi- 
dence for the latter seems much stronger to me |supra, 
26:12-14). However, if she was sister of Obadiah and 
daughter of John Bruen, she was not by his second wife 
Anne Fox, but by his third wife, Margaret (Allen) Rut- 
ter, and that is not indicated in this pedigree. 

On page 125, Bridget and Dorothy are proved children 
of Alice (Freeman) Tompson, and it seems extremely 
likely that Mary (Tompson) Wise was identical with her 
daughter Mary. However, I am constrained to challenge 
the identification of Alice's son Thomas with Thomas 
Tompson or Thomson of Farmington, Conn. ‘Two theories 
of his origin have been published. That identifying 
him with the son of Alice, followed by the present au- 
thors, was put forward by a very good friend of mine 
and I have been most reluctant to express my dissent 
publicly. But now tnat baronial lines are being claim- 
ed for the Farmington family, I can no longer keep si- 
lent. JI consider the other claim of paternity set 
forth in Ernest Flagg's Founding of New England, pp. 
348-50, to be proved conclusively by the evidence there 
presented. 

Line 28, no. 7. Sir John Stafford is given as son 
of Ralph, Earl of Stafford, and as marrying a Margaret 
of no stated family. ‘The reverse is true. Sir John 
Stafford married Margaret, daughter of Ralph, Earl of 
Stafford. I fear that an early editorial delinquency 
of my own in omitting an asterisk [supra, 9:213) to 
show the descent was through the wife, may have occa- 
Sioned the error. however, it is correctly given by 
von Kedlich, and I gave it correctly, supra, 20323. 

Line 158, no. 1. Gundred wife of William de Warenne 
is given as daughter of Gherbod the Fleming and Maud of 
Flanders. This is sheer speculation on the part of 
some historians to explain the mention of Gundred by 
Orderic Vitalis, usually a dependable chronicler, as 
sister of Gherbod the Fleming. The older writers con- 
sidered Gundred to be daughter of William the Conqueror 
by his wife, Maud of Flanders. There is no evidence of 
a previous marriage by Maud. Brandenburg in Nachkommen 
Karls des Grossen, p. 100, went out on a limb to express 
his opinion that Orderic erred in his statement, and 
that all the contemporary evidence favors Gundred being 
daughter of the Conqueror. The question is still open.
